LESLIE H. GARNER 


Leslie H. Garner, elected as Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina at the one hundred eighty-ninth Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge in the city of Raleigh, North Carolina on April 21, 
1976, and affectionately known to his innumerable friends as Les, was 
born in the year 1919 in Newport, Carteret County, of North Caro- 
lina. Les was one of six children born to Howard C. and Lila L. 
Garner, five boys and one girl. His father was a farmer and con- 
tinued in this occupation until his death in 1937. 


Les began his public school education in the grammar school of 
Newport, from which he graduated, then subsequently moving to 
Greenville, North Carolina in January of 1933. He attended the 
Greenville High School and graduated from it in May of 1937. Later 
on he also graduated from the Air Force Radio and Gunnery Tech- 
nical School. 


He began to work after high school as a clerk for a drug store 
and a wholesale grocery, continuing in this until he entered the 
Army Air Force in 1942. He served in the Air Force for a period 
of thirty-seven months with the 15th Air Force — European Theatre 
— Italy and he flew a total of fifty-one missions. For his distinguished 
service he was decorated with the Distinguished Flying Cross and 
three air medals and was later discharged as a Technical Sergeant in 
1945. 


Following his honorable discharge from the military service he 
continued his career as a warehouse manager of a large wholesale 
company in Greenville known as the Ormond Wholesale Company. 
In this capacity he worked until 1951. 

It was during this period that he made one of the greatest and 


one of the most successful steps of his career when he married on 
September 11, 1949 the charming and beautiful Evelyn Grace Griffin 
of Williamston, North Carolina. Evelyn was a qualified laboratory 
technician. Together, they have maintained one of the most delightful 
home environments imaginable, projecting at all times a Christian 
influence upon their children. 


This union was blessed with three children. The first was Leslie 
H. Garner, Jr. who became an all-round student, because of which 
he was selected as a Morehead Scholar and received his Bachelor of 
Arts Degree at the University of North Carolina and his Master's 
Degree from Harvard University. Les, Jr. is now the Administrative 
Assistant to the Director at the International Institute of Applied 
Systems Analysis in Vienna, Austria. The second child to grace their 
home was named Evelyn Elaine. Elaine is now a junior at East 
Carolina University. The third child was another son to whom they 
gave the name William Griffin. “Griff,” as he is known to his many 
friends, is a 1975 graduate of J. H. Rose High School and is now a 
freshman at East Carolina University. The Grand Master and his 
wife also have two foster children at Oxford Orphanage named Gail 
and Barry Lynch. 


In the year 1951, however, he made a tremendous step forward 
in the business world when he decided to leave Ormond Wholesale 
Company and to unite in a business venture with two other energetic 
and industrious brethren of Greenville, who also are Master Masons. 
J. T. Manning, Jr. Thurston Wynne, Jr. and the subject of our 
story then went into business under the title name of Garner, Wynne, 


Manning, Inc. In this venture our Grand Master is the Secretary- 
Treasurer and general manager of the corporation. It has been a 
very. successful ündertaking. which is exactly what one would have 
expected: from three such energetic, Breese: and ingustrious per- 
sonalities as these three good men. :

, The Grand Master has. demonstrated this. same ‘type. of zeal in 
his religious. actiyities for he has been a member of the St. J ames 
United. Methodist ‘Church of. Greenville for a period. of twenty-four 
years. and, as a. matter of fact, he helped to organize this church. 
He served on its Official Board for fifteen. years and. was its chair-, 
man for two years in 1964-66. Currently he is serving on the. finance 
committee, and a member of the Board. 


His. service in behalf. of the ¡Salvation Army, i in i Greenville has. 
been. one of the outstanding. contributions be has made to the welfare: 
of his community, for he has.been¡a: member of the Advisory. Board of 
the Salvation Army for fourteen years and he served:as Chairman 
of this, Board for a period of three years from 1964 until 1967. One 
of the greatest periods. of service in the Salvation. Army calendar for 
the year comes during the Christmas season. It is then that this 
organization extends itself in. a most beautiful way to render its 
assistance to those who need it so desperately. Qur people should 
know. that Les Garner.has served as the Chairman, of the Christmas 
Committee of the Salvation Army for. the last, eight years, 


.One might wonder. as he reviews the life story of our Grand 
Master: and observes his activities in so many other areas, all of 


which have been outstanding and most commendable, how he could 
possibly have any time for fraternal activities and yet, in this field 
of endeavor he has shown the same outstanding characteristics of 
his nature. He loves people and wants to be with them, to work with 
them, and to serve them. These being such prominent virtues in his 
natural makeup, it is only to be expected that he would seek as an 
outlet for these. characteristics - the- ¿Masenic -Fraternity. Thus he 


joined the Masonic Fraternity ih 1046 after hé hàd-returned from his 
military service during World War Il. He helped to organize Crown 
Point Lodge No. 708 in Greenville and served as its Master in 1962. 
He also served the 5th Masonic District as its District Deputy Grand 
Master for a period of three years from 1966 to 1968 and was 
President of the District Deputy Grand Master's organization in 
1968. In 1969 Grand Master Williath A: Hooks of Smithfield appointed 
this young dynamic personality to the Grand’ Lodgé Hne-as Grand 
Steward and he ascended the ladder of our great fraternity until 
this year 1976 when he was elected as its Grand Master. He is a 
Thirty-third Degree member of the Scottish Rite having been elected 
to that high honor by the Suprenié Council in October of 1975. He was 
created a Thirty-second Degree Mason of the Scottish Rite in New 
Bern on October 18, 1948, and during the Supreme Council of 1973 he 
was elected to'receive the Investiture of ‘Knight -Cémmander of the 
Court of Honour. He is an ardent worker of the Scottish Rite and 
supports all of its activities, including distinguished service as Master 
of the Sixth Degree. He is likewise a member of the York Rite and 
of Sudan Temple of the Mystic Shrine. He is a past president of the 
Pitt County Shrine Club and has been chairman. of tickét sales for 
the Pitt County Shrine Club Annual Fish Fry'for-a period of ten 
years. 

Surely with such a record of distinguished service as this Masons 
in North Carolina have every right to expect of this good man a won- 
derful year of growth for Masonry in North Carolina. Confidently, 
he will enjoy the support, the sympathy, the help and the love of 
tremendous numbers of people who wish for him “Godspeed” in a most 
successful year of Masonic service.

TRIBUTE TO KARL M. AND RUTH W. LINVILLE 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Worthy Grand Matron, Most Wor- 
shipful Past Grand Masters, Honored Guests, Ladies and Breth- 
ren: 

It now becomes my happy privilege to pay tribute as an expres- 
sion of our gratitude and our eternal indebtedness to two good people 
who have made this occasion possible: Karl M. and Ruth W. Linville. 

The success of this present endeavor culminating in this joyous 
occasion this afternoon has been made possible because this man and 
woman have been friends of this institution for a long time. During 
the years of their association with it, and their knowledge of it, they 
have made many visits to the Home. They have seen its many strug- 
gles to provide a haven of rest and peace for our senior citizens and 
they have watched its struggles through the years to this end. They 
saw a great need developing and, like the good Samaritan in the days 
of Jesus, they felt an inspiration to satisfy that need. ! 
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The Grand Master has very appropriately made beautiful refer- 
ence to the part that dreamers and men of vision have contributed 
to the welfare of society and I like to think that his reference is 
entirely appropriate to Karl and Ruth Linville.

Since some merchants were passing that way, 
the brothers decided to sell him to them and they carried Joseph 
down into Egypt. 


“Time went on and the brothers had almost forgotten the dream- 
er, Joseph. A famine came — yes, a famine — and then they had to 
go into Egypt and buy corn. When they got there, they found the 
dreamer and he had the corn. So after all, it is not so bad for one to 
be a dreamer, if one has the corn." 


Dreamers, according to Kaufman, “are the architects of great- 
ness. Their vision lies within their souls. Their brains have wrought 
all human miracles. In lace of stone, their spires stab the old world 
skies and with their golden crosses, they kiss the sun. They are a 
chosen few — the blazers of the way — who never wear a doubts 
bandage on their eyes — who starve and chill and hurt, but who 
hold to courage and hope, because they know that there is always 
proof of truth for them who try — that only cowardice and lack of 
faith keep the seeker from his chosen goal, but if his heart be strong, 
and if he dream enough and dream it hard enough, he can attain, no 
matter where men failed before.

The tidal wave sweeps from the sea and tears a fortress from its 
rocks. The rotting nations drop off Time's bough, and only the things 
the dreamers make live on. They are the Eternal Conquerors — their 
vassals are the years.” 


And thus, 1 like to think that Karl and Ruth Linville had a 
beautiful vision, a great dream which concerned itself with a desire 
which was born within them to complete the program of restora- 
tion here at the Home in a manner that would serve as a fitting 
climax to all the fine work that had been done and would be a source 
of eternal pride and satisfaction to all Masons and Eastern Stars.

However, as was the 
case last year, the increase of $24,108.66 was not sufficient to cover 
our.total expenses, but certainly was a great help. We received from 
Blue. Lodges, the Grand Lodge and Masonic Related Bodies & total 
of $238,955.11, an overall increase in Masonic contributions of $176.36. 
We received $158,726.66 from the Grand Chapter, Order of the East- 
ern Star, an increase of $12,719.98. . | o, 
Our total Operating Expense for 1975 was $677,799.30. The 
operating cost per Guest per day for 1975 was $13.36, an increase of 
$1.04 per day over 1974. The average cost per Guest was $4,875.50, 
an increase of $378.97 per Guest over 1974. We admitted a total of 
9 new Guests during the year and lost a total of 7, all by death. The 
average, daily enrollment for 1975 was 138.8. The fact that we had. 
to close the Latham Building and move fifteen of our Guests to the 
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3rd floor of the Care Center, Bennette Building and Setzer Building 
makes us overcrowded in certain areas, especially in the Care Center. 
This has caused a great amount of inconvenience to our Guests and 
they are very anxious to return to their “Home”. We ended the year 
with 139 Guests living at the Home. 


Changes were necessary in two supervisory positions during 
the year. The retirement and a resignation made it necessary to 
employ a new Social Activity Director and a Food Supervisor. With 
new personalities and ideas, we are encouraging our Guests to be- 
come involved in varied activities planned for them. The Staff still 
meets regularly to promote communications, understanding, coopera- 
tion, improve services, recommend changes and new ideas. Employees 
are to be congratulated for a “job well done”, and we are determined 
to do better this year. 

Our food service employees are now working a straight eight- 
hour shift. Every Guest's room has been thoroughly cleaned at least 
once this year. When a room becomes vacant, we paint it before it is 
occupied by another Guest. Our new Social Activity Director's 
office is located in the Setzer Building in the office previously oc- 
cupied by the Superintendent. We have a new Post Office and new 
boxes for our Guests. The Post Office is located in the office space 
previously used by the Business Manager. The Guests really appre- 
ciate the new mail boxes because they are locked and each Guest has 
a key to his personal box. Our Beauty Parlor has been enlarged, 
some new equipment purchased and is now occupying the former 
Conference Room in the Setzer Building. 

The Linville Building is providing much needed space. The new 
Administrative Offices, Library, Parlor and Conference room located 
on the main floor are now in use. The Arts and Crafts room, located 
on the ground floor, is being used more and more as we increase the 
number and types of activities for our Guests.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was pre- 
sented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


No finer opportunity will be presented to Freemasons to cele- 
brate the 1976 Bicentennial Year of our Nation's history than to 
look backward once more at the lives of those Masons who had such 
active roles in the birth of our country. This report, therefore, will 
be in the form of a short biographical sketeh of each of the three 
men and Masons who signed the immortal Declaration of Indepen- 
dence for North Carolina. We revere their memory; we indulge their 
weaknesses because they were men as we are men; we pledge our 
eternal support to the nation and the principles their labors and 
self-denial fostered and founded. 


JOSEPH HEWES. Joseph Hewes was born on & small farm 
in New Jersey near the site of the present Princeton University of 
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Quaker parentage on January 23, 1730. The Quaker influence in the 
home was strong and young Hewes was a very religious man, but 
when he later came to feel that a revolution in the colonies was in- 
evitable, he left the church. 


Before the Revolution, Hewes attended school near his home and 
later apprenticed to a merchant in Philadelphia. This apprenticeship 
ended and he decided to go into the mercantile business on his own 
and became very successful. Sometime between 1756 and 1763, Hewes 
decided to move his residence to Edenton, N. C., where he established 
a mercantile and shipping business at the corner of Main and King 
streets. 

Hewes fitted in well with the society of Edenton and soon became 
engaged to Isabella Johnston but she died shortly before the wedding 
and Hewes never married. Isabella was the sister of Samuel John- 
ston who served as the first Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina and one of the state's early governors. After Isabella's 
death, Hewes continued to be a fast friend of the Johnston family. 


Within three years after his arrival in Edenton, he was elected to 
membership in the Assembly where he served from 1766 until that 
body ceased meeting in 1775. Hewes was repeatedly elected a delegate 
each time the Provincial Congress met, and in 1774 was sent to the 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia. He served as a member of 
this Congress until 1777 when he failed to be re-elected. He was, 
however, chosen a borough member of the House of Commons in 
1778 and was returned to Congress the next year. 


Joseph Hewes served his country faithfully. On April 12, 1776, 
when the delegates to the Provincial Congress met in Halifax, Hewes 
was to have been a delegate at the Halifax convention but had not 
been able to leave Philadelphia in order to attend. He spent most of 
the year 1776 in Philadelphia. 

A tremendous and energetic worker, Hewes often applied himself 
to his duties 12 hours a day without stopping for food or drink, This 
strenuous life is said to have been a probable factor leading to the 
years of poor health and to his death on November 10, 1779, shortly 
before he reached the age of fifty years. 


The minutes of Unanimity Lodge No. 7 of Edenton provide the 
only proof that Hewes was a Mason, for it is recorded there that on 
December 27, 1776, Joseph Hewes was a visitor. His close friendship 
with Samuel Johnston, the first Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina, lends some credence to the belief that Joseph Hewes was 
indeed a member of the Fraternity. 


WILLIAM HOOPER. William Hooper was born on June 17, 
1742, the eldest son of the Reverend William Hooper, pastor of 
Trinity Church, Boston. Young Hooper, whose father wanted him to 
become a minister also, was placed at the tender age of seven years 
under the tutelage of John Lavel, a famous educator and teacher in 
Boston. The elder Hooper next sent his young son to the Boston Latin 
School for his preparatory education. Following this phase of his 
education, young Hooper entered Harvard College’s sophomore class 
because of the fine academic record he had compiled during his secon- 
dary school years. He graduated from Harvard in 1760 at the age 
of 18 with an A.B. degree. During his academic years, young Hooper 
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ranked with the most distinguished students by establishing himself 
as an orator of exceptional ability. Three years after his graduation 
the Master of Arts degree was conferred upon him by his Alma 
Mater. 

After his graduation in 1760, young Hooper studied law under 
James Otis in contravention of his father's wishes that he, too, be- 
come a Minister of the Gospel. Otis, because of the position he had 
taken against the tyrannies of the mother country, was in the front 
rank among the patriots of America. Thus it is felt that Hooper, sub- 
jected to the patriotic influence of Otis, broke loose from the tradi- 
tions of his family and took a firm and resolute stand for the rights 
of the colonists. 


Unhappy with the prospects of earning a livelihood in the highly 
competitive legal field that characterized Boston, young Hooper 
decided to move elsewhere. Having relatives in North Carolina, he 
decided to go to Wilmington where he was well received and where 
he found almost instantaneously agreeable and congenial associates. 
In his new environment the young barrister found opportunity to 
practice his profession with the greatest zeal. 


In 1766, young Hooper, then 24, was elected recorder of the 
Borough of Wilmington, and as such he naturally participated in 
public affairs. In 1767 Hooper married Miss Ann Clark, a daughter 
of Thomas Clark, one of the early settlers of Wilmington; he thus 
became the brother-in-law of Colonel Thomas Clark of the North 
Carolina Continental Line, and Hooper is said to have served in 
1771 with his brother-in-law and “other gentlemen of the east" in 
the suppression of the Regulators at Alamance. 


Hooper is said to have presided over a meeting which resulted 
in the appointment of a committee to call the first Provincial Con- 
gress; Hooper himself served on all five of these Congresses. He is 
said to have been active as a leader in the first four of these Con- 
gresses but was not able to be present at the last. The first Pro- 
vincial Congress elected Hooper as a delegate to the Continental 
Congress, and he remained a member of that Body until 1777. 


Opinions differ as to Hooper's popularity with the masses, but 
little doubt is expressed by historians that he was distinguished for 
his oratory, and that he was admittedly one of the best educated 
men in the province, both James Iredell and Samuel Johnston 
especially having unbounded admiration for the man. His leadership 
in the Wilmington movement that took the necessary steps to con- 
vene the Convention and his patriotic ardor gave him additional 
prominence, so he was named the first of the three delegates chosen 
to represent the province at the Continental Congress. On September 
14, 1774, the day he appeared in Congress, he and his colleague, 
Joseph Hewes, were added to the committee to report on the statutes 
which affected trade with the Colonies. On November 23, 1774, the 
Wilmington Committee of Safety was formed; William Hooper was 
present and was chosen one of the members of that Committee. 
Hooper was a member of both the Assembly and of the Convention 
which met April 4, 1776 at New Bern, and he was again chosen a 
delegate to the Continental Congress. 


On April 15, 1776, Hooper and John Penn, both of whom were 
delegates, arrived in Philadelphia and took their seats in the Con- 
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tinental Congress. Shortly thereafter the British Army occupied 
the lower Cape Fear and Hooper departed for home the seat of danger 
and he was not present when the question of declaring independence 
was discussed by the Congress; however, on August 2, 1776, Hooper 
and the other delegates affixed their signatures to the Declaration. 


William Hooper died in his forty-ninth year, leaving a widow, 
two sons and a daughter. His body was buried in Hillsborough, but 
in 1894 his remains were moved to Guilford Courthouse National 
Military Park where he and John Penn share a monument honoring 
them for their service to North Carolina. 


The Masonic membership of William Hooper has not been definitely 
proved, but Masonic historians and scholars assert that he was a 
member of Hanover Lodge, Masonborough, N. C., which ceased to 
exist in 1787; the 1912 Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina contains a statement to that effect on page 74. 


JOHN PENN. John Penn was born in Virginia; the dates given 
for his birth vary — some sources state that he was born on May 6, 
1740; others say May 17, 1741. The difference probably results from 
the fact that the calendar has been changed since the time of Penn's 
birth. His mother, Catherine, was the daughter of John Taylor, one 
of the first justices of Caroline County. The Taylor family was prom- 
inent and influential. 


Moses Penn, father of John Penn, was a gentleman who made 
money, was successful and lived a comfortable life. Despite his many 
achievements, he was indifferent to culture and did not think an 
education necessary. He allowed his son John little opportunity to 
attend school; in fact, John went only two or three years to a country 
school. Moses Penn died when his son was 18 years old. 


Through diligence and hard work John Penn was able to over- 
come his lack of early training and studied law on his own. Even 
without a teacher, Penn was able to learn enough to be admitted to 
the bar when he was only twenty-one years old. Two years later he 
married Susannah Lyme, and they had two children. After practic- 
ing law in Virginia for about 12 years, Penn decided to move to 
North Carolina where they had relatives living in Granville County. 


The new resident very soon became a leader in the community, 
and in 1775 he was sent to the Provincial Congress in Hillsborough; 
a pleasing speaker, he there won recognition from his colleagues. 
Within a month after his election to the Provincial Congress, Penn 
was chosen to succeed Richard Caswell as a delegate to the Conti- 
nental Congress in Philadelphia. There he quickly lost hope of work- 
ing out a satisfactory agreement with Great Britain. He wanted 
America to be free, although he would have liked for the new country 
and the old to live together in harmony. He served his country well 
during the time he was in Philadelphia, making great personal sacri- 
fices to do so. 


When North Carolina's Provincial Congress met in Halifax on 
April 12, 1776, Penn and the other delegates were on their way home; 
they arrived three days later. Penn favored the resolution introduced 
at Halifax which empowered the delegates to the Continental Con- 
gress to “concur with the delegates of other colonies in declaring 
independence, and forming foreign alliances"--; Penn returned to 
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Philadelphia to join others in voting for and signing the Declaration 
of Independence. 

Penn was an amiable and disereet man who worked with effi- 
ciency and judgment; only one episode of his life indicates trouble 
with a fellow congressman. John Penn's character, his energy, his 
keen mind, and his loyalty were all used for the benefit of North 
Carolina and the new nation. He died in Granville County on Sep- 
tember 14, 1787, at the age of 46 years. He was buried near Island 
Creek but in 1894 his remains were moved to Guilford Courthouse 
National Military Park; they repose under a monument erected 
jointly to him and to William Hooper for distinguished service to 
North Carolina. 

Penn's Masonic lodge is not known but his contemporaries stated 
that he attended lodge meetings with them.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record, 
and the portion involving finances was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason has met 
regularly during the year 1975-76. Editor Reynold Davenport and 
Brother Allen Colenda of the Oxford Orphanage Printing Depart- 
ment were present at most of these meetings to assist the Board 
when needed. One of the major objectives of each meeting was to 
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plan ways of providing the best publication possible for the Masons 
of North Carolina within the limitations of its budget. The balance 
sheet is also examined at each meeting. 


At the meeting on March 14, 1975, with all members present, 
the Chairman reported on a telephone call he had received from the 
Grand Master several nights earlier in which the Grand Master had 
expressed his dissatisfaction with the publication. The Grand Master 
stated that he planned to make some recommendations on this sub- 
ject in his forthcoming report to the Grand Lodge. Discussion among 
the board members indicated that from their own observation and 
contacts with the brethren, there appeared to be a favorable recep- 
tion of the publication on the part of the membership. In order to 
receive an objective reaction from the Masons throughout the State, 
the Board (by a unanimous vote) authorized the Chairman to pre- 
pare a questionnaire and to have it sent through the Grand Secre- 
tary’s office to each of the 387 Masonic Lodges in North Carolina, 
with the replies thereto being sent to the Chairman. 


At the meeting on June 13, 1975, the Chairman presented a sum- 
mary of the returns of the questionnaire which had been sent to all 
Masonic Lodges in our jurisdiction. The report entitled *Our Readers 
Respond" follows: 


OUR READERS RESPOND 
WILLIAM E. FULMER, Chairman 
The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason 


On March 19, 1975, questionnaires were mailed to all of the 387 
Masonic Lodges in North Carolina. As of June 9, 165 were returned. 
This was a 43% return. For this enthusiastic response, the Chairman, 
on behalf of the Board of Publication, expresses sincere appreciation. 


The secretaries of the lodges were asked to assist in securing 
the reactions of the Masons on four questions concerning The North 
Carolina Mason. The purpose of this survey was to seek ways of 
improving the publication. 

The first question was: “Are all of your members receiving 
copies of The North Carolina Mason? (If not, please write the Oxford 
Orphanage Printing Department for proper cards.)” 


A large percentage of the lodges did not answer this question. 
A number of the returned questionnaires included names and ad- 
dresses of members who were not receiving the publication. Brother 
Reynold Davenport, Editor, was given this information, and the 
names have been added to the mailing list. Some secretaries reported 
that all members who were present when the questionnaire was read 
were receiving their publication. Others stated that some members 
were not receiving them, but that the proper cards had been ordered 
and would be mailed to the Editor. 

The second item on the questionnaire was: “What special features 
of The North Carolina Mason do your members enjoy most?” This 
question was not intended to evaluate the editorials in the publication 
since a specific item was included for that purpose. 

“Questions and Answers” was mentioned 138 times 

“Getting Acquainted” 60 

Enjoy publication as is, all the articles, etc. 23 
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Local lodge news 14 

Activities of Grand Lodge Officers, including visitations and 
messages of Grand Master 11 

Editorials 7 (in spite of the fact that a separate question dealt

Many other specific articles were also mentioned one or two 
times. 


The final item on the questionnaire was: “Do you enjoy the edi- 
torials in The North Carolina Mason?" 

Indicated a definite “yes,” often with comments of praise added 
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"No" 1 

Mixed reactions, “yes and no” 2 

“Fair” 1 

Several highly complimentary letters were received and answered. 
A. number of sincere and useful suggestions were made for the overall 
improvement of the publication. Selected ones are cited, and in some 
instances paraphrased. 


Less pictures and more articles. (This was the most common 
suggestion, having been mentioned nine times.) 

Eight suggestions were made for the improvement of the section 
on obituaries. The most frequent suggestion was listing the 
obituaries numerically by lodges. Other ideas included the list- 
ing of deceased members alphabetically, or listing by districts 
or by town, alphabetically. 

Improvement in the quality of photography 

Less social news 


Larger type might be beneficial since many of the members are 
getting older and have difficulty reading small type 

Throughout the returns, suggestions were made that the location 
of the lodges should be referred to in all cases where lodges 
are mentioned. 


Other worthwhile suggestions were made in the returns, but 
space does not permit all of them to be mentioned here. 
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The Editor always welcomes ideas and suggestions from the 
readers of The North Carolina Mason. 


The Board of Publication interpreted the returns of the ques- 
tionnaire as indicating a general high level of appreciation of the 
publication. The percentage of replies to the questionnaire was ex- 
ceedingly high and represented a great amount of interest among 
the brethren throughout the jurisdiction. 

The Board of Publication, therefore, is grateful also for the 
favorable attitude that was generally evident. This outpouring of 
expressions throughout the entire membership shows conclusively 
that Masons in North Carolina believe they have a medium of com- 
munication that is fulfilling a great need. 

There were a number of suggestions for improvement, and these 
suggestions have been carefully noted and will be utilized in future 
plans for the publication. 


The Board of Publication is pleased with its efforts to obtain 
from the Masons of North Carolina an unbiased expression of their 
attitudes concerning the publication. It pledges its every effort to 
continue to provide a Masonic publication that will at all times ade- 
quately represent the fair and full expression of the will and pleasure 
of the Masons of North Carolina. 


After the report had been read to the Board, it was discussed 
fully. It was ordered that the summary be given to the Editor of The 
North Carolina, Mason for inclusion in the publication. The Chairman 
was requested to make the report to the Board of General Purposes 
to answer the criticisms made by the former Grand Master, Most 
Worshipful William L. Mills, Jr., in his report to the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina in April of 1975. The Board discussed Grand Master 
Mills’ report concerning The North Carolina Mason and the answers 
that should be made to them. They are as follows: 


GRAND MASTER MILLS EXPRESSED DISSATISFACTION 
WITH QUALITY AND CONTENT: 


1. Inasmuch as the dissatisfaction is not stated as anything 
more than a personal opinion, it could be noted that the two most 
immediate Past Grand Masters, Kahn and Dean, on several occasions 
publicly spoke highly of the paper — and its editor. 


2. The great majority of the Masons who have commented upon 
the paper, orally and in writing, have likewise spoken highly of it. 


GRAND MASTER MILLS SUGGESTED NAMING REPORTERS 
IN EACH DISTRICT: 


1. For several years the paper relied heavily upon local reports 
for much of its content. The result was that coverage was not balanced 
because Masons in some areas reported and those in other areas 
did not; a substantial portion of items submitted had to do only with 
routine lodge doings and were therefore not newsworthy on a state- 
wide basis; the total of items submitted was so small that a large 
portion of the paper had to be filled with “canned” material. Today 
the editor is directed to cover items of more than just local interest, 
in all areas of the state, and to keep coverage in near balance with 
regard to geographical areas. It has been almost four years since 
any *canned" material has been used. 
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in 1974, making the total cost per subscription .7075 cents per year, 
or .0589 cents per copy. So the paper was delivered, postpaid, to your 
home, or to your Post Office box, for less than six cents each month. 


3. Although the board has been powerless to cope with the sharp 
increase in postal rates and the price of paper and other material 
during the last three years, it has eliminated $2,700.00 in annual 
secretarial fees and has reduced the annual telephone budget by 
$250.00 in its efforts to hold costs down. 


GRAND MASTER MILLS ESTIMATED % TO % OF PAPERS 
DELIVERED TO POST OFFICE BOXES NEVER LEFT POST 
OFFICE BUILDING: 


1. Some copies of the paper are deposited in Post Office waste- 
baskets, and it is a sad fact that some always will be, no matter what 
changes may be made. However, we have made some inquiries along 
these lines and our reports indicate the Grand Master's figures are 
grossly over-estimated. 


GRAND MASTER MILLS RECOMMENDS WE IMMEDIATELY 
REDUCE EXPENSES BY PUBLISHING ONLY SIX TIMES AN- 
NUALLY, THAT WE THEN GO BACK TO A MONTHLY 
EDITION OF A MORE EXPENSIVE MAGAZINE-TYPE PUBLI- 
CATION: 


1. We are being asked to buy a pig in a poke, a more expensive 
publication without any promise or description of changes which 
would improve what we now have. 


2. Grand Master Mills does not even insinuate that his proposals 
are based on anything more than his own, personal opinion. The 
board and the editor, on the other hand, have several times sought 
and obtained opinion of the members, and have responded to it. How 
much better it would have been if the Grand Master had done some 
opinion-taking during the district meetings, or if even now he was 
suggesting specific changes which would give the membership some- 
thing to approve or disapprove. After all, the paper belongs to 71,000 
Masons. 


The above two documents, along with additional statements re- 
ceived from Masons in North Carolina, other states, and England, 
complimenting The North Carolina Mason and/or Editor Davenport 
constituted the report the Chairman made to the Board of General 
Purposes on June 13, 1975. 


The Board of Publication is now sending copies of the minutes 
of its meetings to each member of the Board of General Purposes in 
order to keep that group better informed concerning The North 
Carolina Mason. 


The Board discussed equipment at the Oxford Orphanage Print- 
ing Department as related to the printing of The North Carolina 
Mason. The Board indicated a desire to have darkroom facilities at 
the Orphanage. Brother Colenda reported that this could be done at 
relatively small expense. Brother Colenda was asked to prepare a 
list of his equipment needs at the printing department, and to present 
this list to the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage. 


. At the meeting on September 12, 1975, the Board gave additional 
consideration to its previous recommendations for a survey of the 
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printing department at Oxford Orphanage to determine what new 
items of printing machinery might be necessary in order to bring the 
department up to a good competitive rating. It was suggested that 
the Board might present the topic to the Board of General Purposes 
for their consideration with the suggestion that a recommendation 
might be made to the Board of Directors of the Orphanage calling 
for such a survey. 

At the meeting on January 9, 1976, the Chairman reported that 
as a result of the Board of Publication's request, a survey of the 
Printing Department of the Oxford Orphanage has now been com- 
pleted by Dr. Robert A. Banzhaf of the Graphic Arts Department of 
Appalachian State University. The report was dated December, 1975. 
The Board expressed its satisfaction at the thoroughness of the 
report and it gave considerable attention to the various recommenda- 
tions made therein. It was agreed that since the report was directed 
to the Directors of the Orphanage that the Board of Publication 
would then wait for word from the Grand Master concerning further 
action on the report. 

The budget for the ensuing year was approved by the Board 
and submitted to the Committee on Finance. 

The Board will continue its close examination of the Publication 
and will make such changes as it deems advisable.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were pre- 
sented at the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 
29-30, 1975, to be acted upon at the Annual Communication in 1976, 
and a notice to this effect was sent to all lodges under date of Oc- 
tober, 1975, and January, 1976. 

Add a new Regulation 12-11 to read as follows: 

REG. 12-11. The Grand Lodge shall not elect a Grand Secretary 
who shall have reached the age of sixty-five on or before the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge. 

1. The appointment of an Assistant to the Grand Secretary 
is subject to Regulation 12-11. 
Amend Regulation 13-04 by adding a new subdivision 1. 

REG. 183-04. 

1. The appointment of an Assistant to the Grand Secretary 
is subject to the provisions of Regulation 12-11 (1). 


REVISE REGULATION 33-04 IN ITS ENTIRETY 
SO THAT IT WILL READ AS FOLLOWS: 


REG..33-04. The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage shall con- 
sist of twelve members. Each director shall be qualified as provided 
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1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being 
and during their respective terms of office shall be ex officio 
members of the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage, with 
the right to vote: 
The Grend Master, who shall be Chairman 
The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
A. In addition to the ex officio members there shall be nine 
qualified members nominated by the Board of General Pur- 
poses and elected by the Grand Lodge. 
B. The members of this Board first elected shall serve as fol- 
lows: three members to serve one year, three members to serve 
two years, three members to serve three years. At each Annual 
Communication the Board of General Purposes shall nominate 
three members, each of whom shall serve for three years when 
elected. by the Grand Lodge. 
C. In the event of a vacancy on the Board by death or other- 
wise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until the next 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, when the vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term on nomination of the 
Board of General Purposes and election by the Grand Lodge. 


2. No member of this Board shall serve as a director of this 
corporation at the same time he is a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home; except Grand 
Lodge Officers, who, by virtue of their office, are members of 
this Board of Directors and also the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


3. No member of this Board shall succeed himself or serve as a 
member of the Board of Directors of this corporation until twelve 
months shall have elapsed since his last term of service expired; 
Provided, a member appointed or elected to fill an unexpired 
term of not more than twelve months will be eligible for election 
to a full three-year term. 


4. Not more than one member of the Board of Directors of this 

. eorporation shall have as his legal place of residence the same 
city and/or county; except Grand Lodge Officers, who, by virtue 
of their office, are members of this Board. 


5. The Junior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge shall be an 
observer at meetings of the Board of Directors of this corpora- 
tion by virtue of his office, and all of his expenses in conjunc- 
tion therewith shall be borne by the Grand Lodge. 


AMEND THE CODE BY ADDING A NEW 
REGULATION 33-04a TO HEAD AS FOLLOWS: 


REG. 33-04a. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina, at each Annual 
Communication, shall designate, as hereinafter provided, twelve mem- 
bers (of the twenty authorized) of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Incorporated. 
Each director shall be qualified as provided in Section 3-02 and Regu- 
lation 33-07. [16-03(10); 66-01; 95-16]. 

1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being 
» and during their respective terms of office shall be ex officio 
: s, members of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
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. Star Home of North Carolina, Incorporated, with the right to 
vote: 
The Grand Master, who shall be Chairman 
The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
A. In addition to the ex officio members, there shall be nine 
qualified members nominated by the Board of General Pur- 
poses and elected by the Grand Lodge. 
B. The members of the Board first elected shall serve as fol- 
lows: three members to serve one year, three members to serve 
two years, three members to serve three years. At each Annual 
Communication, the Board of General Purposes shall nominate 
three members, each of whom shall serve for three years when 
elected by the Grand Lodge. 
C. In the event of a vacancy on the Board by death or other- 
wise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until the next 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, when the vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term on nomination by the 
Board of General Purposes and election by the Grand Lodge. 


2. No member of this Board shall serve as a director of this 
corporation at the same time he is a member of the Board of 
Directors of Oxford Orphanage; except Grand Lodge Officers, 
who, by virtue of their office, are members of this Board of 
Directors and the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage. 


3. No member of this Board shall succeed himself or serve as a 
member of the Board of Directors of this corporation until 
twelve months shall have elapsed since his last term of service 
expired; Provided, a member appointed or elected to fill an un- 
expired term of not more than twelve months will be eligible for 
election to a full three-year term. 


4. Not more than one member of the Board of Directors of this 
corporation shall have as his legal place of residence the same 
city and/or county; except Grand Lodge Officers, who, by virtue 
of their office, are members of this Board. 


9. The Junior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge shall be an 
observer at meetings of the Board of Directors of this corpora- 
tion by virtue of his office, and all of his expenses in conjunc- 
tion therewith shall be borne by the Grand Lodge. 


6. The provisions of this regulation shall apply only to the afore- 
said directors representing the Grand Lodge, who may be elected 
by it or appointed as hereinbefore set forth. 


AMEND HEGULATION 34-02 BY ADDING TWO NEW 
SUBDIVISIONS TO BE NUMBERED 4 AND 
TO BE READ AS FOLLOWS: 
(BOARD OF GENERAL PURPOSES) 
4. No member of this Board shall succeed himself or serve as a 
member of this Board until twelve months shall have elapsed 
since his last term of service expired; Provided, a member ap-

5. Not more than one member of this Board shall have as his

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Grand Lodge Officers, who, by virtue of their office, are mem- 
bers of this Board. 
REVISE AND AMEND REGULATION 38-01 
TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 
REG. 38-01. The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence shall consist 
of fifteen members, each of whom shall be a Past Master and shall 
be well informed in Masonic law. (33-07) 


1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being 
and during their respective terms of office shall be ex officio 
members of the Committee with the right to vote: 


The Deputy Grand Master 

The Senior Grand Warden 

The Junior Grand Warden 
2. In addition to the ex officio members, there shall be twelve 
qualified members to be nominated by the Grand Master-elect 
and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


A. The members of this Committee first nominated and con- 
firmed shall serve as follows: four members to serve for one 
year, four members to serve for two years, four members to 
serve for three years. At each Annual Communication, the 
Grand Master-elect shall nominate four members, each of 
whom shall serve for three years when confirmed by the 
Grand Lodge. 


B. In the event of a vacancy on this Committee by death or 
otherwise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until the 
next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, when the 
vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term on nomination 
of the Grand Master-elect and confirmation of the Grand 
Lodge. | 

C. In June of each year the Committee on Masonic Jurispru- 
dence shall elect its chairman from its membership. 


3. Matters which shall be referred. to this Committee and its 
duties relative to these and other things are as follows: 


A. All proposals to amend the written law of the Grand Lodge. 


(1) It shall report its recommendations for action thereon 
to the Grand Lodge. 
(2) It shall see that all such proposals, except those to 
amend the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, do not conflict 
with the provisions of that Constitution. 
B. All decisions, opinions, and rulings of the Grand Master on 
matters of Masonic law and usage. 
(1) If in the opinion of this Committee a point has been de- 
cided by the Grand Master which is not, but which should be 
made, a part of the written law and decision be not in proper 
form therefor, the Committee shall put it in proper form 
and submit it with its recommendations to the Grand Lodge. 
[9-01 (3) ]. 
C. All other Masonic matters of legal significance; and it shall 
be the duty of this Committee to consider and report with its 
recommendations on all matters referred to it by the Grand 
Lodge or by the Grand Master. [16-03 (BA) ]. 
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REVISE AND AMEND REGULATION 38-02 
TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


REG. 38-02. The Committee on Finance shall consist of twelve mem- 
bers, each of whom shall be a Past Master. (33-07). 
1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being 
and during their respective terms of office shall be ex officio 
members of the Committee, with right to vote: 


The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
The Junior Grand Warden 
2. In addition to the ex officio members there shall be nine qua- 
lified members to be nominated by the Grand Master-elect and 
confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 
A. The members of this Committee first nominated and con- 
firmed shall serve as follows: 3 members to serve for one year, 
8 members to serve for two years, 3 members to serve for three 
years. At each Annual Communication, the Grand Master- 
eleet shall nominate the members, each of whom shall serve 
for three years when confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


B. In the event of a vacancy on this Committee by death or 
otherwise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until the 
next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge when the 
vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term on nomination 
of the Grand Master-elect and confirmation of the Grand 
Lodge. 
C. In June of each year the Committee on Finance shall elect 
its Chairman from its membership. 
8. To this Committee shall be referred: 
A. All questions of a monetary character, affecting the interest 
of the Grand Lodge; no motion, resolution, report, or other 
act carrying or providing for an appropriation of money shall 
be passed by the Grand Lodge until after it has been referred 
to, considered by, and reported on by this Committee, except 
by unanimous consent of the Grand Lodge. [16-03 (5A) ; 25-03; 
33-09; 33-11; 41-06 (24D, E, F) ]. 
B. The financial statements of all officers, boards, commissions 
and committees of the Grand Lodge and of those institutions 
or agencies operated by the Grand Lodge. [2-06 (6) ; 26-01]. 
Add a new subdivision to Regulation 61-01 to make it read as follows: 
REG. 61-01 
2. 
D. The appointment of an Assistant Secretary and/or 
Assistant Treasurer is subject to the provisions of 
Regulation 61-02(12). 


Amend Regulation 61-02 by adding a new subdivision 12 and (A). 


12. No lodge shall elect a Secretary and/or Treasurer who shall 
have reached the age of sixty-five on or before the Annual 
Communication of the Lodge at which time the election of 
officers takes place. 

A. The appointment of an Assistant Secretary and/or As- 
sistant Treasurer is subject to the provisions of Regula- 
tion 61-02 (12). 
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Amend Regulation 79-08 by adding two new subsections to be num- 
bered (1) and (2) and to read as follows: 


1. Each member being Raised to the Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason shall pass the proficiency examination on the 
catechism of the Third Degree within a period not to exceed 
six months after being so raised. Should a Master Mason 
fail to present himself for examination, he shall be in de- 
fault and a non-affiliated Mason. He shall have no right 
except to apply for advancement as would an Entered Ap- 
prentice or Fellow Craft under the provisions of and as 
provided in Reg. 81-07 of THE CODE. [60-01; 82-10; 85-09 
(1)]. 

2. A Master Mason who has not passed the examination on 
the catechism of the Third Degree shall not petition, join or 
affiliate with any organization that requires its male mem- 
bers to be Master Masons. 


Amend THE CODE by adding & new Regulation to be numbered 
80-09 and by adding a new subsection to be numbered (1) and 
to read as follows: 


REG. 88-09. Each member being Raised to the Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason shall pass the proficiency examination on the cate- 
chism of the Third Degree within a period not to exceed six months 
after being so Raised. Should a Master Mason fail to present himself 
for examination, he shall be in default and a non-affiliated Mason. 
He shall have no right except to apply for advancement as would an 
Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft under the provisions of and as 
provided in Reg. 81-07 of THE CODE. [60-01; 79-03; 82-10; 85-09 
(1) ]. 

1. A Master Mason who has not passed the examination on 
the catechism of the Third Degree shall not petition, join or 
affiliate with any organization that requires its male mem- 
bers to be Master Masons. 


Amend Regulation 84-22 to read as follows: 

REG. 84-22. A certificate of absolute demit, when ordered by 
the lodge shall be issued by the Secretary and signed by him under 
the seal of the lodge, and it shall bear the date the lodge acted to 
grant it. (84-05). 

Amend Regulation 85-01 to read as follows: 

REG. 85-01. Each lodge shall fix in its by-laws and shall collect 
such annual dues from its membership as may be necessary to en- 
able it to maintain itself and discharge all of its duties and obliga- 
tions; Provided, that no lodge shall fix such annual dues at less than 
twelve dollars to be effective for all annual dues accruing from 
January 1, 1977. 


Amend Regulation 85-09 (1) by adding a new subsection to be 
numbered (A) and to read as follows: 


A. No oficial receipt card shall be isseud to any member until 
he becomes proficient in the catechism of the Third Degree as provid- 
ed in Regulations 79-03(1) and 80-09 (1); Provided, however, that 
this Regulation does not affect the issuance of an official receipt 
card to those Master Masons who were Raised prior to the effective 
date of this Regulation. 
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Amend Chapter 85 by adding a new Regulation 85-45 to read as 
follows: 

85-45. All members of lodges in North Carolina who have received 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veteran's Emblem shall hence- 
forth be known as VETERAN MEMBERS, having this designation 
printed or written on their official receipt card for dues; that no 
lodge shall charge any dues whatsoever for any such VETERAN 
MEMBER; however, contributions may be accepted from such mem- 
bers to any lodge fund the VETERAN MEMBER designates. 
Amend Chapter 88 by adding subdivision (1) to Regulation 88-02 to 

read as follows: 

88-02(1). All members of Lodges in North Carolina who have 
received the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veteran's Emblem shall 
henceforth be known as VETERAN MEMBERS, having this designa- 
tion printed or written on their official receipt card for dues; that no 
lodge shall charge any dues whatsoever for any such VETERAN 
MEMBER; however, contributions may be accepted from such mem- 
bers to any lodge fund the VETERAN MEMBER designates.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 


TO THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 15) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted, and the matter of fi- 
nances was referred to the Committee on Finance: 


82 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The fifty-seventh annual meeting of the Masonic Service Asso- 
ciation of the United States met in the Crystal Ball Room of the 
Benjamin Franklin Hotel, February 16, 1976, at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The meeting was called to 
order by our distinguished Past Grand Master, Most Worshipful 
Brother Newell A. Lamb of Indiana who is Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Commission of the Masonic Service Association. Incidentally, 
Brother Lamb was subsequently elected as Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Commission for the ensuing year. The customary items of the 
agenda were taken care of in proper order and then Brother Lamb 
presented the report of the Executive Commission. 


He reported that membership in the Association continues at 
forty-four, no Grand Lodges having joined the Association during 
the year 1975. During the report a very impressive memorial service 
was conducted for those of the field agents who had died “in service” 
in 1975, three in number. One of these was our own Brother L. A. 
Faucette of Fayetteville, North Carolina who served as a hospital 
visitor at the Veterans Hospital in Fayetteville, North Carolina. A 
brief tribute was paid to the service that they rendered. 


Under foreign relief it was reported that many Grand Lodges 
had responded to the appeals for aid as issued by the Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of Honduras as a result of the destruction by 
Hurricane Fifi and the total from the Grand Lodges in the amount 
of $7,323.00 was sent to Honduras before the account was closed. 


The first information the Masonie Service Association received 
concerning the need for relief in Guatemala came and after many 
investigative efforts the Masonic Service Association reported that 


it would make an appeal for Guatemala relief when it should receive 
direct confirmation of the needs from Masonic authorities in Gua- 
temala. That information has already been requested and the final 
advice received from the Philadelphia meeting was that we should 
wait until we know more of the exact needs of the situation before 
acting. 


The Association during the year published twelve issues of the 
Short-Talk Bulletins, with five of them prepared as part of the 
materials being published by the Association for use in lodges in the 
celebration of 1976. Three of these were biographical sketches of 
signers of the Declaration of Independence and definitely known to be 
Masons: Joseph Hewes of North Carolina, William Hooper also of 
North Carolina and George Walton. All of these bulletins are sent 
regularly to every constituent lodge in all member Grand Lodges 
in care of the officer which had been designated by the Grand Lodge. 


In addition to popular albums of cassette recordings the Masonic 
leadership training course entitled, *More Light in Masonry," were 
produced for the Association in 1974 by Imagination, Unlimited and a 
new album was made available in 1975 called *We Mutually Pledge 

. ." The Association also has a new award-winning 16mm documen- 
tary film, “The Brotherhood of Man...” which tells the story of 
the hospital visitation program in dramatic form. Your represen- 
iative had the privilege of viewing this film and he is happy to 
report that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina now has a copy of it 
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in the Grand Secretary?s office in Raleigh which can be made avail- 
able to any lodge filing a reauest for it. There vill be no charge 
to the lodge except for the retur:: postage. 


We recommend that the lodges be made aware of these Masonic 
recordings for good and wholesome instruction to the Craft. Wher- 
ever possible these ready-made programs should be used. They have 
been appraised as "stimulating" and informative. 


The Association has also issued a number of digests, documents 
and other bulletins of information during the year 1975, and all of 
these are available to the lodges. 


Reference has been made to the new 16mm sound, color film 
“The Brotherhood of Man." The Association also has four other 
16mm sound pictures (black and white) which were produced during 
the last decade and which continue to have wide-spread circulation 
among the lodges. The only cost of these is a $4.00 service charge 
and return postage. 


The hospital visitation program continues to win the commenda- 
tion and the praise of our Veteran's Administration Hospital direc- 
tors, of the hospital staff personnel in all departments, among the 
hospital employees, visitors, relatives and from the patients them- 
selves. Especially appreciated is the warm, brotherly spirit with 
which Masonic field agents and the volunteers minister to lonely, 
troubled men in hospital beds. Letters expressing appreciation for 
comforting words before a serious operation, for special ministrations 
to a loved one who has passed away, for music provided by a Masonic 
group for a hospital chapel service, for a friendly handshake and 
smile during the first strange days of hospitalization, for notifying 
a lodge of a Brother's sojourn in the hospital, for the entertainment 
provided by a Shrine band or the Temple clowns, for a letter written 
or for an errand run, and hundreds more like them — such others 
have become so numerous as to be commonplace. They show, how- 
ever, that the program is still carrying out its original purpose; 
A Masonic Brother visiting a distressed Brother human being at his 

edside. 


Approximately one hundred field agents and thousands of volun- 
teers (enlisted from all Masonic bodies, ladies? organizations, and 
youth groups) are the workers who are creating a benevolent image 
of “Masonry in action” in Veteran's Administration hospitals. To 
them every Mason owes a debt of gratitude and pride for their ad- 
vancement of the Masonic ideals of brotherly love and relief, 


This great program is financed by contributions from the member 
Grand Lodges, it depends entirely upon these Grand Lodges for its 
support. North Carolina has been participating in this program for 
a great many years and yet it should be said that in the four hospital 
centers in North Carolina: Asheville, Durham, Fayetteville, and 
Salisbury, the Masonic Service Association contributes in expendi- 
tures for the operation of these centers more than twice as much as it 
receives from North Carolina. It is a great service that we cannot 
afford to neglect and one which should constantly receive all of the 
attention that the 70,000 Masons in North Carolina can give to it. 


Your M S A representative therefore recommends an appropria- 
tion of the usual amount for our dues in the Association as approved 
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by the 1975 meeting of the Masonic Service Association and in addi- 
tion to this, we would recommend an appropriation of $6,000.00 for 
the M S A for hospital visitation program and the allocation of an 
additional $500.00 for supplies for North Carolina field agents. 


I cannot close this report without reporting the great loss of one 
of our distinguished field agents, Brother L. A. Faucette of Fay- 
etteville, North Carolina who died September 8, 1975. Brother Fau- 
cette was faithful to his task; he loved to visit the Brethren in the 
hospitals who were ill and he never missed an opportunity to render 
service whenever that opportunity presented itself. He was a great 
man in every respect and we pay tribute to him at this time with 
a word of silent prayer. Let us pray..... Amen. 

North Carolina is particularly proud of the fact that we do have 
a field agent operating in every Veteran's Hospital in the State and 
I want us to recognize them at this particular time because their 
service is great and we need to pay some special attention to the 
wonderful task which they are performing. But first, I want to 
present to you the chief field agent of the Masonic hospital visitation 
program, whose office is in the Masonic Service Association head- 
quarters in Silver Spring, Maryland, Brother Daniel P. Knode, Jr. 
Brother Knode is with us today and I want to present him to you 
at this time. Brother Knode, will you please come forward. In addi- 
tion to Brother Knode I want the following field agents to come 
forward: Brother Jack T. Dossett of Durham; two from the Fayette- 
ville area who visit the Veteran's Hospital at Camp Lejeune and also 
in Fayetteville, the Veteran's Hospital and the Womack Army Hos- 
pital in Fort Bragg, Brother William E. Whitman, & man of more 
than thirty years of distinguished service in this program and also 
Brother Albert A. Crawley, Jr. also of Fayetteville and who was ap- 
pointed to succeed the late Brother Faucette. In addition to them we 
have from the Veteran's Hospital in Oteen, Brother Paul C. Sher- 
wood and also representing the visitation program in Salisbury, we 
have Brother Wiley G. Morgan of the city of Salisbury.

The following report was read and entered on the rec- 
ord. The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue 
its membership was adopted, and the matter of finances re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion met on February 16, 1976 in the Crystal Ball Room of the Ben- 
jamin Franklin Hotel, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The meeting was 
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held in Philadelphia, instead of Washington, D. C. as heretofore, in 
order that the Association might participate in the other customary 
events of the Grand Masters? Conference and shortly after the usual 
and customary opening the presiding officer announced that that 
same morning at Valley Forge a wreath had been placed at the 
tomb of George Washington kneeling in prayer and also at that same 
hour a wreath had also been placed in the tomb of George Washing- 
ton at Mount Vernon. President Raymond Ellis was ill at that time 
'and could not attend the meeting of the Association, but his report 
was made by the Vice-President who reported as follows: 

Without going into details, our financial situation may be sum- 
marized as follows: we are operating at an approximate deficit of 
$50,000.00 a year. 

Our objective, he stated, is to increase our Endowment Fund 
upwards of one billion dollars in this Bicentennial year of 1976. The 
accomplishment of this objective would enable the Memorial to 
function without deficit and allow us to put aside each year, as we 
have been doing for some time, $15,000.00 as a reserve emergency 
fund. Such a fund is mandatory when we consider the age of the 
building and the unpredictable repair and the structural cost that are 
certain to arise from time to time. Now, in order to do this, the 
Association has adopted the following program: 


1. They would like to have 10,000 individual Honorary Members 
at a cost of $100.00 each. 

2. They would welcome 1,000 contributions of $1,000.00 or more 
from individuals, lodges, districts, auxiliary bodies, etc. — 
these names to be listed by states on the bronze tablet to be 
placed on either side of the Bryant Baker statue of Washing- 
ton in the main entrance of the memorial This will be a 
permanent Bicentennial record. Of course, such contributions 
are not limited to $1,000.00. We have already had some for 
larger amounts, he reported. 


In President Ellis? report last year he outlined some of the 
sources from which these contributions might be derived: 


1. The forty-nine Grand Lodges. Certainly every Grand Lodge 
would wish its name listed on the plaque which will be dedi- 
cated in 1977. 

2. Auxiliary Bodies: Scottish Rite, York Rite, Shrine Temples, 
Red Cross of Constantine, Masonic Square Clubs, Tall Cedars, 
Grottos, Jesters, and other groups with Masonic ties such as 
the Eastern Star, Amaranth, etc. 


3. Individual lodges. There are thousands of lodges in the finan- 
cial position to be able to contribute $1,000.00 — and would be 
glad and proud to have their names listed — if given the 
opportunity. 

4. Masonic Districts: most Grand Jurisdictions are divided into 
Masonic districts, each district comprising several lodges. 
Many have district organizations and many would be glad 
to be listed — again if given the opportunity. 

5. Individual Masons: there must be thousands of Masons who 

- would be proud to participate in the Bicentennial of the United 
States in this way. But — they must be informed and given 
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the opportunity to have their names recorded on the bronze 
plaque — if given the opportunity. 

6. Relatives of deceased Brethren: we already have had without 
seeking, $1,000.00 contributions by relatives of deceased Breth- 
ren — in their memory. 


He requested that we utilize every opportunity to inform these 
various groups about the plan. It is to be hoped that every Grand 
Lodge would wish to make a special contribution of $1,000.00 and be 
enrolled on this permanent record. The concluding paragraph of his 
report is very challenging and I would like to quote it word for word: 
“For years we have been substituting gold for God; pleasure for 
happiness; material things for spiritual. This is the road to ruin. 
It is a matter of history that no nation has survived that has turned 
its back on the fundamental principles that have been responsible 
for its greatness. Any nation that becomes a victim of the corrosive 
force of luxury is on the way out. The Bicentennial year of the United 
States is the time to return to the ancient landmarks. ‘Righteous- 
ness', saith the author of the book of Proverbs, “exalteth a nation, but 
sin is a reproach to any people." We who are members of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity would do well to keep these facts in mind and do 
something in 1976 — aside from indulging in exercises of oratory 
about the past — and take a major part in reversing this trend. If 
our Brethren during the past fifty years could envision and build 
this twenty million dollar memorial to our foremost Mason, Brother 
George Washington, it would seem reasonable that we Masons of 
today celebrate our Bicentennial by attaining our goal of $100.00 
contributors and $1,000.00 contributions and raise the necessary funds 
to provide for the economic security of this great memorial. 

This is the challenge that today confronts our great fraternity 
throughout the United States. 

The need, therefore, for additional funds for the operation of the 
memorial and for the growth of its endowment continues to increase 
and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina feels that it is a continuing 
obligation on its part to continue its annual contribution to the Asso- 
ciation of $1,000.00 and, in order that we might assist in meeting 
the request as set forth by the President of the Association to be 
enrolled on the permanent record a special contribution of $1,000.00 
be contributed and your representative herewith makes his recom- 
mendation for a total allocation of $2,000.00.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LODGE 76 COMMITTEE 
(Docket No. 17) 
The following report was read, received and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Grand Lodge ’76 Committee met several times during the 
past year endeavoring to bring all plans for the celebration of the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence to their fullest degree of 
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preparation. We realized that time was rapidly running out and that 
January 1, 1976 would be upon us almost before we were quite 
ready for it. That time did arrive and we have now plunged into the 
various types and kinds of celebrations that are being held and will 
continue to be held in the various lodges and communities throughout 
North Carolina. We will now begin to reap the fruits of all of the 
plans and the efforts that have been made by this Committee from 
the time of its formation in 1971. Throughout our preparatory meet- 
tings we have endeavored to preach the gospel that Masonry was 
now confronted with its finest hour, the hour of its greatest oppor- 
tunity and that it now remained to be seen how well the lodges of 
North Carolina would utilize this opportunity to its fullest and thus, 
present an image of Masonry to the people of North Carolina that 
would deepen their appreciation not only for what Masonry did in 
the past when its members played such an important role in the 
founding and early history of our governmental structure, but also 
and even more importantly, what it is doing now and what it plans 
to do in the future. 


We emphasize this fact which was not startling to any degree: 
every lodge in North Carolina can do something! And we now believe 
that every lodge in North Carolina is doing something, maybe not 
on so grand a scale in some places, but even so, something is being 
done. We base our activities on this bit of injunction that there should 
be no excuse for any lodge in North Carolina to fail to do something! 


The Grand Lodge, accordingly, last year officially proclaimed 
the year 1976 as a Bicentennial year in North Carolina through 
appropriate resolution and then we set forth the many recommenda- 
tions for the implementation of that resolution, dividing those rec- 
ommendations into two levels: first, those to be activated on the 
Grand Lodge level and secondly, those to be activated on the local 
lodge level. 


On the Grand Lodge level your '76 Committee had entered into 
a contract February 2, 1978 with Dr. Thomas C. Parramore, of the 
Department of History of Meredith College for the preparation and 
publication of a history of Masonry in North Carolina which would 
cover our early years up to 1800. Dr. Parramore plunged immediately 
io work and in the early part of 1975 he turned over the completed 
manuscript to the '76 Committee. This was reviewed and then award- 
ed to a publisher. The finished copies were made available to the 
Masons of North Carolina in the latter part of the year 1975 and 
during the early part of 1976. There were two types of text prepared: 
one was a hard-back copy to be sold at a cost of $10.00 each and 
the other was a deluxe copy appropriately bound and with the pur- 
chaser's name in gold, to be made available at a cost of $27.00. The 
Committee is proud of this production. We believe that it covers 
thoroughly, for the first time, the early years of the Masonic activities 
in our great State. I am very happy at this time to present to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina this copy of that text. We feel that 
this is a definite and progressive step in making available to all of 
those who are interested in knowing something about the early his- 
tory, about the struggles faced by our Masonic forebears. It is 
complete in its coverage for the period requested. It is well done, 
executed in a scholarly manner and written in such a way as to satisfy 
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the most professional taste. Your Committee deeply appreciates the 
privilege it has enjoyed of providing an accurate, permanent record 
of the early days of Masonry in our great State, and we are happy 
to make this presentation to the Grand Lodge. 


During the year 1974, in the month of August and on the nine- 
teenth day the Grand Lodge of North Carolina had met in New 
Bern for the privilege of expressing its appreciation of the work 
that had been done by Masonic leaders in their beginning efforts 
for independence as they met in New Bern as the First Provincial 
Congress. 


Then, as step number two in this short series of meetings, the 
Grand Lodge met in Charlotte on May 19 and 20 for the purpose 
of uniting with the Charlotte citizens to celebrate “The Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence.” A suitable Masonic program was pre- 
sented at that time and the Grand Master issued proclamations at- 
testing to the intense gratification of Masons throughout North 
Carolina in being able to express their appreciation for the work 
done by our early leaders. 


The third of those meetings was held in Halifax on April 12, 
1976 as the Grand Lodge of North Carolina united with the people 
of that community in a celebration of “The Halifax Resolves”. This 
was also a part of the program included in the Grand Lodge visitation 
program called, “The Masonic Trail.” All of these meetings were de- 
signed to show Masonic appreciation of all efforts to preserve our 
rich heritage from a noble past. 


Another feature of the Grand Lodge program was the formation 
of a visitation program called “The Masonic Trail”. This was a visit 
of the Grand Lodge officers to each of the communities where a 
lodge was in existence before or during the year 1787-88. Four of 
these have now been held: number one was held with St. John's 
Lodge No. 3 in New Bern on March 6 where a delightful banquet 
type meeting was held in the banquet hall of the Scottish Rite 
Temple of that city and in which the Reverend James Bailey, pastor 
of Jarvis Memorial United Methodist Church of Greenville delivered 
the Masonic message. 


Following this, the second stop on “The Trail” was held in Wil- 
mington with the Grand Lodge visiting St. John's Lodge No. 1 of that 
beautiful city in a program which began with an opening of St. 
John's Lodge at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, followed by a dinner for 
the visiting dignitaries, then concluding with a program in Thalian 
Hall, at which the Reverend Ernest L. Porter, pastor of Centenary 
United Methodist Church of New Bern, brought the Masonic message. 


In each of these programs the Grand Master issued proclamations 
to the lodge, to the Mayor, and to the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners. There were short histories presented also and 
an appropriate Bicentennial prayer by one of the leading ministers 
of the community. Music was also provided in several of the meetings 
and this contributed a great deal to the success of the program. 


The next stop on “The Trail” was in Edenton, North Carolina 
with Unanimity Lodge No. 7. A delightful program was presented 
before a large group of interested people. The Edenton Brethren had 
done well to plan for their meeting. 
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The fourth stop on “The Trail” was in Halifax on April 12, to 
which reference has already been made. The Halifax Brethren had 
assisted quite ably in the preparation of an appropriate program 
and the meeting was considered a tremendous success. 


The remaining visits on “The Trail” will be held during the 
administration of our next Grand Master, Brothe Leslie H. Garner. 
There will be five of these and announcement will be made of the 
date and hour for them. 


Perhaps the most significant event on the Grand Lodge level for 
the '76 Celebrations, however, took place in Tarboro on Saturday, 
March 27, 1976. This was the unveiling of a historical marker on 
the Tarboro Common with an elaborate program, State-wide in its 
application. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina was founded in the 
town of Tarboro in December of 1787, and yet that act has never 
been marked or commemorated in any way in this beautiful town. 
The ”76 Committee resolved that this should be one of the highlights 
of our year's celebrations and about three years ago it began making 
its plans to that end. Fortunately, the Committee enjoyed the whole- 
hearted cooperation of the town officials and also of the Historical 
Society without whose wonderful assistance the program never could 
have been enacted. These people welcomed us with open arms how- 
ever, and provided us with one of the most beautiful sites for our 
marker that could possibly have been desired. 


The program began on that day with a parade in which all of the 
Shrine units in North Carolina participated as well as the dignitaries 
connected with the auspicious event. A luncheon was served by the 
Chef Crew of Sudan Temple and the Grand Lodge opened at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. After closing the Grand Lodge the assembled 
Masons then formed a procession and marched to the Common where 
an appropriate program was presented. There was a program of 
patriotic music by the Chanters of Oasis Temple which was beautiful; 
there were greetings from the various groups who were represented 
on the stage; there was a proclamation issued by the Grand Master; 
then there followed a beautiful and appropriate address by our dis- 
tinguished former Senator and brother Mason, Sam J. Ervin, Jr. 
The ceremony of unveiling came next, a moment that had been antici- 
pated by all and upon a given signal the Grand Master and his 
daughter, Miss Carol Noble, advanced to the marker and with dignity 
unveiled it. This marker is a joy to behold, beautiful in every respect, 
and worthy of all of the admiration that could possibly be given to 
it. It represents a great achievement and Brother John Conway and 
his assistants in Greenville who had charge of the construction of 
the marker deserve the commendation of all Masons in North Caro- 
lina. Into the marker before it had been erected there had been placed 
a copper cylinder in which mementos and souvenirs from each of the 
nine lodges that participated in the organization of the Grand Lodge 
in Tarboro in 1787. There are mementos also from Concord Lodge 
No. 58 of Tarboro and, appropriately, mementos from the Grand 
Lodge itself. All of these mementos were placed in the copper con- 
tainer, sealed and deposited within the large rectangular base of the 
historical marker. It is hoped that one hundred years from now the 
capsule, or container, might be re-opened and a comparison made of 
conditions in. the year 2076 as related to 1976 and 1770. 
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Now that the official beginnings of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina have been suitably commemorated as a part of the State- 
wide Masonic contribution to our Bicentennial celebration, it is 
hoped that in the year 1987 — when the Grand Lodge itself will 
reach its two hundredth birthday — the Grand Lodge might return 
to the beautiful little town of Tarboro and there hold a two hundredth 
anniversary celebration that will be worthy of the marvelous history 
that is ours. 


Silver and bronze coins were also prepared by the Grand Lodge; 
1,000 of the silver coins were received and disposed of and 15,000 
bronze coins have been received, a goodly number of which are on 
sale in the lobby of this motel today. 

Under the direction of Brother Fred Speidel, author of the 
recent publication entitled *North Carolina Masons in the American 
Revolution," a beautiful exhibit has been prepared to be placed in 
that majestie Masonic Temple in Philadelphia as one of thirteen 
exhibits from the original thirteen colonies. It will remain on ex- 
hibit from June 15 until September 15. Hundreds of thousands of 
people will visit Philadelphia this year and a large percentage of 
them no doubt will want to visit that beautiful Masonic Temple on 
North Broad Street and North Carolina can well be proud of the 
exhibit that it has on display there. 


Your Committee also prepared and collected a quantity of Bi- 
centennial materials that could be used on the local lodge level during 
the year and in order that these might be made available to the 
lodges and in order also that Masonic personnel might be indoctri- 
nated as to the use of these materials, five area conferences were 
held in selected locations of the State. These meetings were attended 
by the DDGMs, the DECs, the Masters, Senior Wardens and the 
Chairmen of the Lodge *76 Committee along with the Secretaries. 
The conferences were considered very successful and the materials 
were distributed in sufficient quantity so that every lodge in North 
Carolina supposedly received its supply. The materials were distrib- 
uted and explanations concerning their use were given so that now 
it can safely be said that there is no excuse for any lodge in North 
Carolina not having a number of Bicentennial programs during the 
year. We can feel proud of the interest that has been generated in 
North Carolina; the Brethren have shown a tremendous and beautiful 
response and from the reports that have come in to the Committee 
already from the programs that the lodges have begun to institute 
in the State we feel that the Bicentennial year among the Masonic 
lodges in North Carolina is going to be a year in which we can take 
genuine pride in the activities in which our lodges have participated 
to make Masonry an even greater and stronger institution. 


And now we move forward into the second portion of our Bi- 
centennial year under the administration of a new Grand Master. 
The Committee would certainly express its appreciation to our re- 
tiring Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother S. Frank Noble, Jr. 
for his cooperation and assistance. He has been more than faithful 
in his attendance at our sessions, but in addition to that he himself 
has carried the Bicentennial theme with him throughout the State. He 
has done a great job and we are proud of the work he has done. 
We have every reason also to look forward to nothing but success 
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and great achievement under our incoming Grand Master, Most Wor- 
Shipful Brother Leslie H. Garner. 

An appropriation has been requested to wind up the financial 
responsibilities of the Committee's work for the year. 


And finally, in order that the Bicentennial activities of Masons in 
North Carolina might be securely preserved for posterity, we are 
enclosing a copy of this report in the historical marker which was 
unveiled in Tarboro and attached to it is a list of the items that were 
included in the container.

The Petition for Restoration of Willie Frank Craig, 
formerly a member of Monroe Lodge No. 244, Monroe, 
North Carolina (and having dual membership with Truth 
Lodge No. 749, Monroe, North Carolina), was read and 
referred to the Committee on Appeals.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MASONIC EDUCATION 
(Docket No. 22) 


'The report of the Committee on Masonic Education was 
received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On May 31, 1975, an orientation workshop was conducted for 
the District Education Chairmen at the Masonic Temple in Raleigh 
from ten o'clock A.M. to three o'clock P.M. Twelve (12) of the seven- 
teen (17) first-year DEC's were present. Thirty-five other Brethren 
also attended, including Right Worshipful Hiram Casebolt, DGM, 
and Most Worshipful Frank Noble, Jr., Grand Master, for a total 
of forty-seven (47). This was the only education workshop conducted 
by the Grand Lodge for the specific benefit of the first-year DEOC's. 
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At its meeting on June 14 the Grand Lodge Committee approved 
plans for designing and securing a new type plaque for the Grand 
Master's Award. Subsequently, a ten-by-twelve inch, scroll-type 
plaque was molded by the Mirror-Products Company, of High Point, 
North Carolina. It is an antique gold finish and retains the lamp of 
knowledge, square and compasses, with places for lodge name, date 
of the award, and the Grand Master's signature. Those lodges re- 
ceiving the Grand Master's Fifth Year Award will have “Five Con- 
secutive Years" inscribed on the plaque. No other year will be so 
indicated. 

It was also decided at the June meeting that three (3) of the 
six (6) required programs for the Grand Master's Award for 1976 
be relative to the National Bicentennial Celebration. No other changes 
were made in the GMA requirements, 


At the Southeastern Masonic Conference, held in Boone, North 
Carolina, on August 7, 8, and 9, the chairman of the Grand Lodge 
Committee on Masonic Education gave an updated report of North 
Carolina's program on Masonic education and leadership training. 
Most Worshipful Robert L. Pugh, PGM, had given such a report in 
1971. 


During the year all but nine districts conducted a District Edu- 
cation Workshop. No report was received from Districts 4, 6, 21, 
27, 37, 40, 42, 53, and 56. Eight districts conducted two workshops 
each; two districts conducted three workshops each, for a total of 
sixty-eight (68) workshops. Fifteen DEC's requested copies of the 
"Learning Activities" through the Grand Lodge Committee. Two 
hundred and twenty-five (225) sets of “A Masonic Lifestyle" were 
distributed to sixteen (16) districts. 


Grand Master Award forms were received much more promptly 
this year, thanks to efficient DEC's and lodge Masters. Of 239 forms 
received, thirty-one (31) were returned to the lodge Masters for 
correction, primarily concerning no statement as to the work of their 
Orientation Committee. Description of the education programs reveal- 
ed a much better over-all quality by more lodges than in previous 
years, The number of lodges receiving the GMA are as follows: 12 
first-year awards, 15 second-year awards, 32 third-year awards, 32 
fourth-year awards, 56 fifth-year awards (21 of these were for “Five 
Consecutive Years"), and 76 sixth-year awards, for a total of 223. 
Only sixteen (16) GMA forms were not approved. During the past 
six years only sixty-two (62) lodges of the existing 387 have not 
received the GMA. 


In keeping with THE CODE, Reg. 35A-07, twenty-eight (28) 
Brethren will receive the honorary title of Past District Education 
Chairman, having this year completed three years in the office of 
DEC. This action is also retroactive for the Brethren in prior years 
who completed three years as a DEC. We enthusiastically congratu- 
late these Brethren and are deeply appreciative and indebted to them 
for the very fine work they have done for the Fraternity. 


All but seven districts had at least one lodge to receive the 
GMA. Eleven districts had 100% of their lodges receiving the GMA: 
District 7, Robert Ray Harrison, DEC; District 8, John Ballard, 
DEC; District 11, William B. Harper, DEC; District 23, Jerome 
Raper, DEC; District 34, Jerry Holt, DEC; District 36, Horace 
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Davis, DEC; District 41, George Benedict, DEC; District 44, Poe 
Carawan, DEC; District 46, Lewis Peacock, DEC; District 48, Joe 
Langston, DEC; District 53, Donald Devine, DEC. This kind of 
achievement is derived from the diligent work of the DEC's and the 
splendid cooperation of lodge Masters and committees. Congratula- 
tions to these Brethren! 

Several suggestions worthy of note have come to the attention 
of the Grand Lodge Committee. One is that the present copies of 
“The Lodge System of Masonic Education” be stamped “Masonie 
Orientation,” and that all new copies carry that title. Another sug- 
gestion is that the jurisdiction be divided into ten areas: five areas 
with six districts and five areas with seven districts. Each area 
would have a Past District Education Chairman as Area Coordinator. 
It would be his responsibility to see that new DEC’s were trained and, 
if need be, would assist them in their District Education Workshops. 
The Area Coordinator would be a liaison person between the districts 
in his area and the Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education. 
These and other ideas will be considered by the Grand Lodge Com- 
mittee in their planning for the future.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC. 
(Docket No. 25) 


The following report of the Administrator of Oxford 
Orphanage was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

(This report was made to the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage, Inc.) 

The following is the 103rd Annual Report of the Ad- 
ministrator of Oxford Orphanage to the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, being the report for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1975. 


The year 1975 has been a year for changes and at the 
end of September things have settled down and I feel that 
many years of progress lie ahead for the Oxford Orphanage. 


On October 14, 1974, Mr. John E. Ferguson resigned as 
Administrator of Oxford Orphanage and Brother Maurice 
E. Parham served as Acting Administrator until February 
15, 1975. During this period, the Board of Directors was 
irying to find a suitable man to serve as Administrator. 
On September 1, 1974, David M. Hughes resigned as Recre- 
ational Director and Mr. Mark Williams was employed as 
Recreational Director on February 1, 1975. 
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The Board of Directors met on February 1, 1975 at a 
regular meeting and employed Brother Robert L. Winston 
as Administrator of Oxford Orphanage. Brother Winston 
is a Past Master and present Secretary of Adoniram Lodge 
No. 149. On April 3, Mr. Joseph S. Hackett resigned as 
Manager of the Maintenance Department and in August 
Brother Robert W. Ferguson was promoted to Manager of 
the Maintenance Department. On May 20, 1975, Brother 
James William Quarles resigned as Chaplain of Oxford 
Orphanage and we are stil in the process of securing a 
Chaplain. The religious program has continued with the 
help of ministers from the surrounding area. In July we 
held Vacation Bible School that 120 students attended. On 
August 24, 25, and 26 we held a revival and had good at- 
tendance each night. At least once a month we will have an 
outside singing group to appear in the chapel to bring a 
message in songs. 


Mr. Mark Williams resigned as Recreational Director 
on August 10, 1975 and Mr. Ronnie Arnold was employed 
on September 1, 1975 as Recreational Director. 


The sports program is enlarging so our students can 
participate in tennis, soccer, football, basketball, swimming, 
wrestling and track. One of our students won the State 
championship in wrestling for 132 pound class. Our soccer 
team is becoming well known in the State under the leader- 
ship of our coaching staff. 


We have had a very good year on the farm and dairy. 
Our Holstein dairy herd was first in the State for high 
herd fat, high herd milk and high cow fat. We will continue 
to make progress in this area under the leadership of our 
farm and dairy staff members. 


The fiscal year also brought a great deal of physical 
changes on campus. In March the old Hicks Hospital was 
demolished and we moved into our new Infirmary over the 
St. John's Building. There are two beds in each room with 
an adjoining bath. The gym has been put back into top con- 
dition and is used by the students each day. The Industrial 
Building and Chapel have been painted and each building 
on campus will be painted within the next year. The grounds 
are in excellent condition. 

We completed the year with an enrollment of 98 girls 
and 113 boys. While we are not filled to capacity, we are 
processing many applications and anticipate more applica- 
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tions as the year continues. We continue our policy of admit- 
. ting students upon the basis of need. 

There is no possible description of the true beauty and 
exceptional love that is evident in the voluntary gifts of 
‘Masons in our Grand Jurisdiction. We know that the success 
: of Oxford Orphanage is largely dependent upon the Orphan- 
age Committees in the local lodges. They are dedicated Ma- 
sons, who demonstrate the true beauty of our fraternity 
through their sacrifice of labors to secure adequate support 
for our Orphanage. The companionship of their lives is an 
 abiding joy as they undergird every facet of our program. 


We have been most fortunate to have the effective dedi- 
cation of our staff of adult workers to effectively maintain 
the program of nurture in our Orphanage. We know that 
the relaxed atmosphere on our campus, the transformation 
of our students, and the effectiveness of our program is 
largely responsible for the success of our program. | 
. We are sincerely grateful to the members of the Board 
of Directors for the close fellowship, understanding and 
efficient administration of Oxford Orphanage and its en- 
tire personnel. The true greatness of our institution is re-

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


_ Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, as revised and amended 
in 1967 have been received as follows: 
Amend Section 3 by adding a new subsection 5, to read as follows: 

6. The District Deputy Grand Lecturers of the several Masonic 
Districts. 
[35-08 (2.B) ]. 

Amend Regulation 47-17 to read as follows: 
REG. 47-17. A petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having 
concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the same 
concurrent jurisdiction within one year following the date of his 
rejection. If he moves from such concurrent jurisdiction for any 
length of time under one year and then returns to reside in such 
concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other lodge therein 
until the original one year period has elapsed; Provided however, if 
he moves from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the 
jurisdiction of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may 
petition that lodge. 
Amend Regulation 78-04 to read as follows: 
REG. 78-04. No lodge shall receive the petition of one who has been 
rejected for the degrees within six months from the date of his re- 
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jection; but it may thereafter if the petitioner is otherwise qualified; 
Provided however, that a petitioner for the degrees rejected by a 
lodge having concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of 
the same concurrent jurisdiction within one year following the date 
of his rejection; however, if he moves from such concurrent jurisdic- 
tion for any length of time under one year and then returns to reside 
in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other lodge 
therein until the original one year period has elapsed. If he moves 
from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the jurisdiction 
‘of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may petition that 
lodge. 

Amend Regulation 78-06 to read as follows: 

REG. 78-06. A lodge having jurisdiction may receive a petition for 
the degrees of one duly qualified who has been illegally rejected by a 
lodge not having jurisdiciton, within six months of such rejection. 
Amend Regulation 977-02 (23) to read as follows: 

REG. 97-02. 


23. For a lodge to accept a petition of one who has been rejected 
within six months preceding the date of petition and, in case 
of concurrent jurisdiction, to accept the petition of one who 
has been rejected by another lodge in the same concurrent 
jurisdiction within one year preceding the date of petition.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 30) 


The Grand Master recognized and presented W.' Broth- 
er Sam Ervin, Jr., Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I will discuss for a few moments what the Symbolic Degrees of 
Freemasonry affirm concerning God, man, and immortality. While 
so doing, I will direct your thought to the language of poets, who 
have consciously or unconsciously enshrined the affirmations of Free- 
masonry in respect to these subjects in words of unforgettable beauty. 


1. The Affirmation of Freemasonry Concerning God 


Freemasonry bases its affirmation concerning God upon its ob- 
servations of the universe and man, and the revelations of the holy 
writings upon its altars. 

Freemasonry looks at the universe and beholds with wonder the 
life-giving sun, which rises in the east at morn, travels across the 
sky by day, and sets in the west at eventide; the galaxies of stars, 
which twinkle in the infinite heavens; the clouds, which bring the 
soil-refreshing rain; the majestic mountains with hills at their knees; 
the rivers, which water pleasant valleys and fertile plains and run 
endlessly to the sea; the tall trees, which lift leafy arms heavenward 
to pray; the arbutus and dogwood, which brighten springtime, and 
the marigolds and roses, which ornament summer; the glory of the 
leaves and ripened crops of autumn; the crystal snowílakes, which 
descend so gently in winter; and the other beautiful things past 
numbering, which adorn the earth. 

Freemasonry notes with awe the order and regularity of the 
processes of life and nature as the tide ebbs and flows, as the 
harvest succeeds the seedtime, and as the heavenly bodies move in 
their orbits without mishap in conformity with natural laws. Free- 
masonry observes with reverence that despite the feet of clay on 
which he makes his earthly rounds, man is endowed with the capacity 
to obey conscience, exercise reason, study holy writings, and aspire 
to > mentens conduct in obedience to spiritual laws. 


-On the basis of these things, Freemasonry affirms with complete 
rier that the universe and man are not the haphazard products 
"of blind atoms wandering aimlessly about in chaos, but, on the con- 
trary, are the creations of God, the Architect and Master-builder | of 
-the Universe,: EE to. acr dh first traced upon ‘the’ une 
trestle-board. . a 
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Freemasonry requires every man, whether prince or peasant, who 
seeks admittance to its lodges to confess his faith in God, and his 
belief in the immortality of the soul. 


Further than this, the Symbolic Degrees do not go. While theo- 
cratic in faith and philosophy, they do not attempt to limit any Free- 
mason's conception of the Divine. They leave to each the freedom 
to fashion his own creed and his own theology. As a consequence, 
men of all religions kneel in brotherly love at the altars of Symbolic 
Lodges. 


The attitude of Freemasonry toward God is set out in the match- 
less verses of William Herbert Carruth entitled *Each in his own 
Tongue." 


“A fire-mist and a planet— 

A crystal and a cell, 
A jelly-fish and a saurian, 

And caves where the cave-men dwell; 
Then a sense of law and beauty 

And a face turned from the clod,— 
Some call it Evolution, 

And others call it God. 


“A haze on the far horizon, 
The infinite, tender sky, 
The ripe, rich tint of the cornfields, 
And the wiid geese sailing high; 
And all over upland and lowland 
The charm of the golden-rod,— 
Some of us call it Autumn, 
And others call it God. 


“Like tides on a crescent sea-beach, 
When the moon is new and thin, 
Into our hearts high ycarnings 
Come welling and surging in; 
Come from the mystic ocean 
Whose rim no foot has trod,— 
Some of us call it Longing, 
And others call it God. 


“A picket frozen on duty, 
A mother starved for her brood, 
Socrates drinking the hemlock, 
And Jesus on the road; 
And millions who, humble and nameless, 
The straight, hard pathway plod,— 
Some call it Consecration, 
And others call it God. 


2. The Affirmation of Freemasonry Concerning Man 


Freemasonry affirms that God made man in his own image; that 
the chief duty of man is to build a life rich in character and ser- 
vice; and that the mission of Freemasonry is to aid man in that 
undertaking. 

If we are to understand this affirmation of Freemasonry con- 
cerning man, we must understand Freemasonry. 
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Freemasonry is founded on faith in God, but it is not a religion 
and does not seek to supplant or control religious institutions. Free- 
masonry is concerned with the problems of man and society, but it 
is not a political party and does not participate in political move- 
ments or succumb to the present-day delusion that man and society 
can be easily and quickly remade by the passing of laws. Freema- 
sonry is dedicated to the freedom of the mind and spirit of man, but 
it does not advocate armed revolt against governmental and eccle- 
siastical tyranny. 


Freemasonry is ancient, patient and wise. It knows that neither 
man nor society can be made or remade in a day. It knows that the 
worth of a man is to be determined solely by the goodness of his 
character, and that the betterment of society is dependent entirely 
upon the ministrations of good men. As a consequence, Freemasonry 
accepts as its task the making of good Freemasons, knowing, as it 
does, that good Freemasons are good men who acquit themselves well 
in all relationships and responsibilties. 


To this end, Freemasonry admits to its lodges men of faith 
from all walks of life, seats them around its altars, and teaches them 
by allegory, precent, and symbol the love which makes them brothers 
and the truth which makes them free. 


The character of the good Freemason is pictured with fidelity 
by Will Allen Dromgoole in the poem entitled *The Bridge Builder." 


“An old man, going a lone highway, 
ame at the evening, cold and gray, 

To a chasm, vast and deep and wide, 
Through which was flowing a sullen tide. 
The old man crossed in the twilight dim; 
The sullen stream had no fears for him; 
But he turned when safe on the other side 
And built a bridge to span the tide. 

* “Old man,’ said a fellow pilgrim near, 


“You are wasting strength with building here; 
Your journey will end with the ending day; 
You never again must pass this way; 

You have crossed the chasm, deep and wide— 
Why build you the bridge at eventide?' 


“The builder lifted his old gray head: 
‘Good friend, in the path I have come,’ he said, 
*There followeth after me today 
A youth whose feet must pass this way. 
This chasm that has been naught to me 
To that fair-haired youth may a pitfall be. 
He, too, must cross in the twilight dim; 
Good friend, I am building the bridge for him.’ ” 

3. The Affirmation of Freemasonry Concerning Immortality 

Let us consider what Freemasonry has to say concerning personal 
immortality. 

The desire for personal immortality is virtually universal. This 
desire is not to be attributed simply to the egotism of men, or their 
fear of the unknown beyond the grave, or their repugnance to the 
thought of their nothingness after death.

<: The pessimistic philosopher Schopenhauer was sadly in error 
in -his caustic comment that “to desire immortality is to desire the. 
eternal: perpetuation of a great mistake.” The longing for: immor- 
taniy is prompted by most meritorious motives. 


. Life on earth at best is all too short and unfinished. Man — | 
tains high hopes for an abundant life with his loved ones, and under- 
takes worthwhile things for them and his generation. His high hopes 
vanish as he is robbed of those he loves by death, and his hands - 
drop the working tools of life while his undertakings are incomplete. 


" "As a consequence of these things, our hearts cry out that there 
must be some place after life's fitful fever is over where tears never 
flow and rainbows never fade, where high hopes are realized and 
worthy tasks are accomplished, and where those we “have loved * 
long since and lost awhile" stay with us forever. S 


Revealed religion and an irrepressible intuition of the human 
heart unite to declare that there is such a place — “an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens." And Freemasonry affirms ' 
by the enactment of a poignant drama and the deposit of the sprig 
of acacia in the Freemason's grave that the God who made man in 
his own image will not permit him to perish in the dust. 


We should accept this affirmation “in sure and certain hope of 
the Resurrection to eternal life.” After all, there is nothing more 
miraculous or mysterious in immortality than there is in our life on 
earth or the existence of the universe. 


We shall not know while we abide here what the “house not 
made with hands eternal in the heavens" is like, or what our way 
of life will be after we pass its threshold. We can hope, however, 
that these things are portrayed with some prophetic foresight by the 
eloquent words of & great Master Mason, Rudyard Kipling, in his 
poem “When Earth's Last Picture Is Painted." 

“When Earth's last picture is painted, and the tubes are twisted and 
dried, 
When the oldest colors have faded, and the youngest critic has died, 
We shall rest, and, faith, we shall need it—lie down for an aeon or 
two 
Till the Master of All Good Workmen shall put us to work anew. 


* And those that were good shall be happy: they shall sit in a golden 
chair; 

They shall splash at a ten-league canvas with brushes of comets' 
hair; 

They shall find real saints to draw from— Magdalene, Peter, and 


Paul; 
They shall work for an age at a sitting, and never be tired at all! 


“And only the Master shall praise us, and only the Master shall 
blame; 
And no one shall work for money, and no one shall work for fame; 
But.each for the joy of the working, and each, in his separate star, 
Shall draw the Thing as he sees It for the God of Things as They 
Are!”

MASONIC EDUCATION 


I was impressed very deeply with the dynamic potential 
of a comprehensive program of Masonic education for the 
Brethren in North Carolina a few years back when our pro- 
gram was instituted.

These DECs are 
doing a wonderful job; upon their shoulders rests a tre- 
mendous responsibility, and it has been my happy privilege 
to witness their high degree of faithfulness to their pro- 
gram and their concern for its success. These Brethren have 
labored diligently in the quarries of Masonry and all of us 
have been able to witness wonderful results therefrom. 


One-third of these DECs were new to their job, of 
course, when they were inducted in April. Accordingly, 
Brother Hopkins called an orientation meeting for these 
new DECs during the month of May, and he very properly 
and enthusiastically instructed these new Brethren in the 
work with which they would be confronted during the 
succeeding months. This meeting was held in Raleigh; and, 
from that moment on, I have been thrilled with the reports 
of the various District Education Chairmen as they made 
their reports on their visitations. These reports were made 
in the various District meetings which I was privileged to 
hold throughout the State, and they contributed much to 
the enthusiastic atmosphere of these meetings. 


Upon the shoulders of these DECs there rests another 
tremendous responsibility also. In large measure the success 
of our Bicentennial programs and ceremonies during the 
year will depend upon the skill with which these Brethren 
execute those programs. They, in conjunction with the 
DDGMs, will be the heart and the core of à successful 
Bicentennial celebration, and we are depending upon them 
to make our 200th anniversary celebration a tremendous 
success in North Carolina. 


Most of our Grand Lodges in our nation have now 
realized the value of a vigorous program in Masonic educa- 
tion. Truly, we cannot emphasize the importance of such an 
activity too much. It is my hope and prayer that the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina will continue to sponsor such a 
program and will bend every effort to make it so successful 
in North Carolina that every Mason will have a deeper 
appreciation of the wonderful results that can be achieved 
through a dynamic program directed by this important 
committee. 
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The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education is 
constantly seeking to upgrade the program and to create 
further activities that will result in a broader base of educa- 
tion. The Committee is now requiring six programs during 
the year to receive the Grand Master's Award, and this year 
I have requested that at least three of those six programs 
shall be related to the national Bicentennial celebration. 
If our lodges this year would only follow the program as 
recommended by the Grand Lodge '76 Committee for the 
presentation of stimulating programs, it appears to me that 
every lodge in North Carolina should become eligible for the 
Grand Master's Award. I think not so much of the Grand 
Master's Award in itself, and for the sake of the reward, 
as I think of the resulting values that would accrue to the 
membership of the lodge from the standpoint of education. 

Thus we ean all look forward to a continuation of a pro- 
gram that was so nobly begun and that is now being so 
effectively carried out. The other portion of our Bicenten- 
nial celebrations wil be under the administration of my 
Suecessor, but I am sure that I can see a tremendous accel- 
eration of enthusiasm as the lodges in North Carolina con- 
tinue their emphasis upon these educational programs. 

Thus, I have every reason to believe that Masonic edu- 
cation in the lodges of North Carolina will continue to 
blossom forth in an ever expanding enthusiasm among our 
Brethren. 


BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATIONS 


A full report on North Carolina's participation in the 
Bicentennial program will be presented by the Grand Lodge 
"16 Committee, but for purposes of this report I want to 
say that we have now Masonically embarked upon a most 
exciting year as we have entered into programs in every 
lodge in North Carolina dealing with the early history of 
our great nation, culminating in our 200th Anniversary 
Celebration. Five area conferences were held in North 
Carolina during the summer of 1975 to acquaint all of our 
lodges with the various materials that had been prepared 
for them to use in their programs back home. An abundant 
supply of these materials were made available, and it can 
be safely said that there should be no excuse whatever for 
any lodge in North Carolina to fail to participate in some 
type of Bicentennial anniversary celebration. 

One of the features of our celebration involved a visita- 
tion by the Grand Lodge officers to each of the lodges that 
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was in existence during the year 1787 when the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina was constituted. I had the pleasure 
of attending and participating in four of these unique 
celebrations and programs. These were with the following: 
St. John's Lodge No. 3, New Bern on Saturday, March 6; 
St. John's Lodge No. 1, Wilmington on Wednesday, March 
10; Unanimity Lodge No. 7, Edenton on Saturday, April 
10; and Royal White Hart Lodge No. 2, Halifax on Monday, 
April 12. These programs were all well attended, well 
planned, and I feel confident they made a most favorable im- 
pression upon the various communities we visited. 


In addition to those — and let it be said that the remain- 
ing lodges on “The Masonic Trail” will be scheduled for a 
visit sometime following this annual communication of 
our Grand Lodge — perhaps one of the most outstanding 
and significant programs of the entire year took place in 
the town of Tarboro, originally spelled Tarborough, where 
the Grand Lodge was organized in 1787. The spot and the 
actual location of the organization, have never been marked 
or publicly recognized in any material way. The Grand 
Lodge '76 Committee wanted to commemorate this out- 
standing event in some worthwhile and permanent manner, 
and it elected to create a suitable and majestic memorial 
in stone which would serve as a reminder to all people that 
this beautiful little town served as the birthplace of our ` 
great Grand Lodge. The town authorities of Tarboro, the 
Historical Society and the Masonic Lodge in Tarboro, Con- 
cord Lodge No. 58, all cooperated in a beautiful manner. 
And the Grand Lodge of North Carolina was given the 
perfect spot on the magnificent Common of Tarboro for the 
location of our memorial marker. The memorial was pre- 
pared, beautiful in every respect, and an appropriate pro- 
gram was prepared, with other Masonic related organiza- 
tions participating in an all-day celebration, and presented 
on March 27, 1976, attended and witnessed by a tremen- 
dous number of people. The complete program will be in- 
cluded in the report of the "76 Committee. The day was a 
success in every detail and the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina wishes to extend its gratitude to the Masons of Tar- 
boro, to the town authorities, to the Historical Society and 
to the Grand Lodge '76 Committee for making it possible to 
have suitable and permanent recognition established mark- 
ing the birthplace of North Carolina Masonry. 
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OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


I have been privileged to serve on the Board of Oxford 
Orphanage for four years. There have been some changes 
made by the Board during this time, but I assure you that 
the Board did what it thought was best for the Orphanage 
and the children. To the members of the Board, the adminis- 
tration, and the entire staff of Oxford Orphanage, I wish 
to express my deep appreciation for the dedicated service 
given to maintain high standards at the Orphanage. 


MASONIC & EASTERN STAR HOME 


I am happy to inform you that the Building Program 
that was started in 1961 has now been completed. The Ad- 
ministration Building was the last item in this program, 
and the dedication ceremony for it was held in August. 


We have a home for our guests of which we can be 
extremely proud, and I want to thank the administration 
and staff for the fine job they are doing. I have enjoyed 
working with the Masons and ladies of the Eastern Star 
serving on the Board; and, to all of them, I express my 
gratitude for their cooperation and deep devotion to their 
duties on behalf of the Home. 


. During the year when we dedicated the Linville Building 
at the Home, I recommended in my address on that occasion 
that the Board should now explore a new and different 
type of housing to fit the needs of those who might seek 
admission as guests at the Home; and accordingly, the 
Board authorized me to appoint a committee to study our 
housing needs at the Home. This committee went right to 
work; at our last Board meeting, they had a favorable re- 
port and were told to continue their study and report back 
as soon as possible. 


OUT-OF-STATE VISITATIONS 


During the year I received many invitations to attend 
other Grand Lodges. Due to the demands on my time, I was 
able to attend only the Grand Lodge of Kentucky. 

I sent representatives to the following Grand Lodges: 
Brother Hiram J. Casebolt attended the Grand Lodge of 
Ontario; Brother Alfred A. Kafer, Jr. attended the Grand 
Lodge of Wyoming; Brother Leslie H. Garner and Brother 
Robert P. Dudley attended the Grand Lodge of Georgia ; 
and Brother Leslie H. Garner represented the Grand Lodge 
at the Grand York Rite Summer Assembly in Waynesville.. 
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CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS OF MASONS OF 
NORTH AMERICA 


This year the conference was moved from Washington, 
D. C., to Philadelphia to celebrate the Bicentennial of the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence at the historic 
spot where the event took place. Most of the meetings were 
held in the Benjamin Franklin Hotel, but part of the con- 
ference took place in the beautiful Masonic Temple of the 
Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. We had a fine delegation 
from North Carolina consisting of Brothers Hiram J. Case- 
bolt, Leslie H. Garner, J. Earl Watson, James W. Brewer, 
R. Pete Dudley, William B. Bellois, Robert L. Pugh, Charles 
A. Harris, James G. Johnston, W. Eli Hand, G. Dudley 
Humphrey, Robert N. Bass, Maurice E. Walsh, and Herbert 
B. Ruffin. Most of the wives were along and enjoyed the 
fine programs planned for them. 


SOUTHEASTERN MASONIC CONFERENCE 

In the rotating system of locations of the Conference, 
this was the year for the Southeastern Masonic Conference 
to meet in North Carolina. Our Grand Lodge extended the 
invitation last year, which was promptly accepted, and 
plans were made for the Conference to be held in Boone, 
North Carolina, August 7, 8 and 9 of 1975. À more beautiful 
site for the location of the Conference could not have been 
selected anywhere in this country because we housed the 
Conference in that magnificent “Center for Continuing 
Education” situated on the top of a mountain, with no other 
buildings of any kind in the surrounding area. Thus the 
Masons from Southeastern United States had this beautiful 
spot all to themselves for the discussion of topics in which 
they had a deep concern. The Center is a part of Appala- 
chian State University and is used exclusively for confer- 
ences, seminars, and large meetings of every kind. Certain- 
ly it is an ideal spot for thoughtful meditation, and the 
Masons from the eight Grand Lodges who constitute the 
Conference did not fail to take advantage of the opportu- 
nity. A committee of Masons from the lodge in Boone, 
headed by Worshipful Brother Bill Fulmer and his wife, 
Frances, made all of the local arrangements and saw to it 
that every provision possible for local entertainment was 
made. To these two very wonderful people of the University 
family in Boone and to all the other delightful people of 
that mountain city who assisted in making this such a suc- 
cessful Conference, I want to express the gratitude of the 
Masons of North Carolina. 
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The Grand Lodge committees, appointed for the purpose 
of planning, organizing and executing the plans for the 
Conference proceeded with their plans in a very efficient 
manner. First, they selected the Conference theme which 
was “The American Bicentennial — Masonry's Great Op- 
portunity,” and they built the entire program of conference 
discussions with that theme in mind. Every one of the eight 
Grand Lodges of the Conference participated in the discus- 
sions in one way or another, and it is generally believed 
that the Conference was a tremendous success and that our 
Brethren from our sister Grand Lodges left the Conference 
feeling that it had been a most successful one from every 
standpoint. 

All members attending the Conference were invited to 
be the guests of the Grand Lodge for a showing of the 
famous mountain drama “Horn in the West” — the story 
of Daniel Boone in the beautiful mountainside amphitheater. 
In addition to a special program planned for the ladies and 
efficiently executed by the charming ladies of Boone, the 
entire Conference was entertained at the banquet on Friday 
evening by the thrilling performance of a group of moun- 
tain cloggers. This is a most exciting feature and a number 
of our Brethren and their ladies were afforded the oppor- 
tunity to display their talents in clogging, mountain style. 
Some of our Brethren, whose names I cannot mention, 
were exceptionally talented in this respect. 

In retrospect, it can be safely said that North Carolina 
“did itself up proud” as host Grand Lodge for this Confer- 
ence, 

PHYSICAL DISABILITY 

Many petitions were received during the year from peti- 
tioners with physical disabilities. Each of these petitioners 
was thoroughly investigated and, in a few cases, I felt the 
best interest of the Grand Lodge would be served in denying 
the reception of the petition. 

I am firmly convinced that those which were approved 
are going to be valuable additions to our Grand Lodge. 


ONE STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 
The building programs in our Grand Lodge reflect, I 
believe, a renewed interest in Freemasonry. It was my pri- 
believe, a renewed interest in Freemasonry. It was my priv- 
ilege to apporve one-story lodge buildings for the follow- 
ing lodges: 
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Buffalo Lodge No. 172, at Sanford, May 29, 1975 

Charles M. Setzer Lodge No. 693, at Charlotte, May 29, 1975 
Mint Hill Lodge No. 742, at Mint Hill, May 29, 1975 

New River Lodge No. 736, at Jacksonville, January 29, 1976 
Butner Lodge No. 697, at Butner, February 9, 1976 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


At the time this report was being prepared, I had issued 
the following dispensations: 


Twelve dispensations were granted to fill lodge vacan- 
cies created by death or resignation. 


Six dispensations were granted for visitation with sub- 
ordinate lodges in other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Three dispensations were granted to reballot on Peti- 
tions for the Degrees. 


On dispensation was granted to Phoenix Lodge No. 8 
to hold meetings while the Charter is being refurbished 
and photographed. 


Three dispensations were granted to hold meetings other 
than at the regular meeting place. 


ORDER NO. 1 


The Chairman of the Lodge Service Commission and others have 
called to my attention a situation that exists in your lodge which 
must be corrected immediately. 


IT APPEARS: 


1. That following the dissolution of *Masonic Trustees of Hick- 
ory, North Carolina, administrators of the Masonic Temple 
property 111-13-15 Third Street, N.W., Hickory, North Carolina”, 

. Hickory lodge had in excess of $100,000.00 in its treasury; that 
it purehased a lot for its future lodge quarters; and that it con- 
tinued to meet in the old high school building in Hickory until 
October, 1974, and since said time has been meeting in the Ma- 
sonic Center, a building erected in Hickory by other Masonic 
Bodies. 


2. That the Masonic Center of Hickory, N. C., Inc., filed an ap- 
plieation with the Lodge Service Commission of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina to permit a joint enterprise with several Ma- 
sonic Bodies in Hickory, North Carolina, for the construction of 
a building to be used by Hickory lodge and the other Masonic 
Bodies for their meeting place. The Lodge Service Commission 
denied their application, and the lodge did not appeal the adverse 
decision, either to the Grand Master, or the Grand Lodge. 


8. That on November 24, 1975, the Lodge Service Commission 
denied an application from Hickory Lodge No. 348 to buy space 
in the building (called the Masonic Center) constructed in Hick- 
ory by the other Masonic Bodies at a price of approximately 
$30,000.00. The space the lodge sought to purchase was unfinished 
and, at that time, unfit for occupancy as a lodge hall. No appeal 
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was taken from this adverse ruling, either to the Grand Master 
or to the Grand Lodge. 
4. That on December 1, 1975, the first stated communication 
following the adverse ruling of the Lodge Service Commission, 
Hickory lodge, without prior notice of any kind to the member- 
ship, passed a motion to make a donation or gift of $96,000.00 
. to the Masonic Center in Hickory. There is no record of what the 
brethren of Hickory lodge received or was to receive for this 
sum of money. 


UNDER THE CODE, HICKORY LODGE HAS: 
1. Only such powers and duties as are conferred on it by the 
Constitution, Regulations, Laws, Edicts and Decisions of the 
Grand Lodge [Sec. 4-02; Reg. 49-01 (3)]; 
2. To provide a safe, and suitable room for its communications 
[Reg. 49-02 (6)]; 
3. To have and maintain complete control and authority over the 
use of its meeting place by ownership or otherwise [Reg. 49-02 
(13)]; 
4. By ordinary resolution and majority vote, to appropriate its 
funds for Masonic charity and for the discharge of its ordinary 
and necessary expenses; subject, however, to Regulations 49-05 
and 68-08 [Reg. 49-02 (16)]; and 


5. The lodge funds shall not be used for other than Masonic pur- 
poses [Reg. 68-08]. 


From the above, I am of the opinion that the action of Hickory lodge 
to give $96,000.00 to the Hickory Masonic Center is contrary to Ma- 
sonic law, usages and customs, for either of two reasons: 


1. If the contribution of $96,000.00 was a gift and nothing was 
expected in return, then it was not for Masonic charity, and it 
was not being used for Masonic purposes; or 


2. If the contribution of $96,000.00 was made with the tacit 
understanding, that it would assure Hickory lodge of a meeting 
place for the foreseeable future, then it was an effort by the 
lodge to circumvent the authority of the Lodge Service Commis- 
sion, from which it had the right to appeal. 


IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED: 


1. That Hickory Lodge No. 343, A. F. & A. M., take immediate 
steps to recover from the Hickory Masonic Center the sum of 
$96,000.00 heretofore given to the said Center. 


2. That the Master of Hickory Lodge No. 343 shall make a written 
report to the Grand Master not later than January 16, 1976, as 
to whether or not the $96,000.00 has been returned to Hickory 
Lodge No. 343. 


3. That in the event the said sum is not returned to Hickory Lodge 
No. 348, A. F. & A. M. on or before its stated communication on 
January 19, 1976, that the Master of Hickory lodge shall issue 
a summons to all resident members of Hickory Lodge to appear 
before the Grand Master at the stated communication to be held 

. February 2, 1976, and show cause, if any they have, why the 
Charter of Hickory lodge should not be arrested. 
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JT IS FURTHER ORDERED that this Opinion and Order shall be 
read in Hickory Lodge No. 343 at the next stated communication 
following its receipt and recorded in the minutes of that stated com- 
munication. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention that in the Fall of 1975 your 
lodge conferred the Three Degrees in Masonry upon Brother A. D. C. 
and that on account of his religious belief he was in each of the 
Degrees permitted to affirm, rather than swear as required by the 
Ritual. 


This was a flagrant violation of our Law for The Grand Lodge 
has decided this question before. 


No question arises as to the candidate's ability to conform to our 
Ritual, but only as to his unwillingness. 


You ask if this Brother could serve as Master in due time. The 
answer is: Not unless he is willing to conform to and follow the 
Ritual of our Grand Lodge. 


Brother 4. D. C. is not at fault in this matter. 


Worshipful Brother Leroy Ellis, Master of your Lodge at that 
time, is hereby reprimanded for not following specifically the Ritual 
oí the Three Degrees as prescribed by the Law of this Grand Lodge. 

This Opinion shall be read at the next Stated Communication of 
your Lodge and entered on the Minutes.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


1 recommend that we continue our usual appropriations 
to Oxford Orphanage, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, 
Order of DeMolay, Order of Rainbow, Masonic Service 
Association, Masonic Relief Association, George Washing- 
ton National Memorial Association, Grand Masters’ and 
Grand Secretaries’ Conferences, and the Southeastern Ma- 
sonic Conference. 
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During the past two years, we have had several brethren 
who have celebrated 75 years as a Master Mason. Since we 
do not have an official method of recognizing them, I rec- 
ommend that the Code Commission adopt one. 

I recommend that $12,500 of the Surplus Funds be put 
into the Special Contingency Reserve Account.

To the many Masons who have befriended me and given 
me wise counsel throughout the year, I want to express my 
deep apreciation for their assistance in trying to make this 
a good year for Masonry in North Carolina.

To the other Grand Lodge Officers, Past 
Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand Masters, District 
Deputy Grand Lecturers, District Education Chairmen, 
members of the various boards and committees, and other 
members of the Craft, my thanks to all of you for the sup- 
port and courtesies you have extended to me. 


To the members of my lodge, St. John's No. 3, the mem- 
bers of Doric Lodge No. 568, the members of Berne Lodge 
No. 724, and the members of Craven Chapter 129, Order of 
the Eastern Star, my sincere thanks for the banquets, gifts 
and courtesies that have been extended to me this year.

__ 4. The Chairman read a letter dated February 5, 1976 from 
Robert L. Hall, Secretary of Hickory Lodge No. 348, A. F. & A. M., 
Hickory, N. C. appealing decision of the Lodge Service Commission. 
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2. The Chairman cited the following Regulations: 31-01; 
31-01 (2) ; 49-02 (13) ; 49-05 (5) ; 49-08 and 95-46 


3. The Chairman stated that he had talked with Brother Hall and 
informed him to be present at this meeting to offer to the Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence any argument on the decision of the Lodge 
Service Commission. 


4. Brother Hall had telephoned the office of the Grand Secretary 
and stated that no one would be present from Hickory Lodge No. 343. 


5. It was then stated that No. 343 had had five months to carry 
out this appeal, and they had been given every opportunity to appear 
before this Committee. 


6. It was made to appear to the Committee on Masonic Juris- 
prudence that the Lodge Service Commission had received the appli- 
cation of Hickory Lodge No. 343; had visited the Masonic Center at 
Hickory, North Carolina and had seen that portion of the property 
that Hickory Lodge was proposing to purchase; that the Lodge Ser- 
vice Commission was unanimously of the opinion that the proposed 
purchase was a sort of condominium-type building; that if for any 
reason Hickory Lodge, in the future, decided to use other premises for 
its Lodge hall the interest it had purchased in the Masonic Center 
would not have any real sale value and that it could not thereafter 
sell any portion of the property being acquired by it; that there was 
no clear cut provision as to parking space for the membership of 
Hickory Lodge while attending Lodge meetings. The proposed agree- 
ment did not provide for toilet facilities, kitchen and dining room 
facilities or maintenance, and that it was the opinion of the Lodge 
Service Commission that the approval of the application would not 
promote the best interest of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 
the Hickory area. 


The Committee on Masonie Jurisprudence recommends that the 
decision of the Lodge Service Commission in rejecting the application 
of Hickory Lodge No. 343, in this matter, be approved by the Grand 
Lodge. 


RESOLUTION RE: REVISE THE CODE 
(Docket No. 34) 


The following resolution was presented by R.'.W..

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WHEREAS, The Code as now organized, compiled and arranged is 
difficult and often confusing for the Master and other Officers and 
members to find certain references, to read and otherwise compre-

WHEREAS, It would not be the wisest use of the Grand Lodge's 
time, money or resources as it now stands, or in the best interests of 
those at the local lodge level who need to use and interpret The Code, 
to have it reprinted in its present form; 

THEREFORE, Be it resolved that the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free 
and Accepted Masons of North Carolina does hereby authorize and 
empower the incoming Grand Master to appoint a special blue-ribbon 
committee to consist of no less than twelve nor more than fifteen 
Master Masons who are learned in and knowledgeable about Grand 
Lodge law, practices, policies and procedures, to study, review, 
revise and otherwise receive suggestions from the various lodges and 
members on how to revise The Code in order to make it more effec- 
tive, easier and more simple to use, and to report back to the 1977 
Annual Communication of Grand Lodge, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that upon completion of the Com- 
mittee's work that all changes and revisions will be submitted to 
each lodge for review in accordance with present Grand Lodge pro- 
cedures, prior to final approval at a duly constituted Grand Lodge 
Session. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 35) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by Brother Boyd Hopkins, Chairman, and entered 
on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


. During this past year the Grand Lodge of North Carolina ex- 
perienced the loss of 1,382 Brethren. Of that number one was a Past 
Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother Harvey W. Smith, elected 
Grand Master in 1960. Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh, 
P.G.M., will deliver our memorial tribute to Brother Smith. 


One by one we miss their voices 
That we loved so well to hear; 
One by one their kindly faces 

In the darkness disappear; 

No one hears the door that opens; 
Thus they pass beyond recall. 
Soft as loosened leaves of roses, 
One by one our loved ones fall. 


The comfort of having a friend may be taken away, but no one 
can ever remove from us the blessed memory of having had a friend. 
Thus it is that when the distressing news was flashed throughout the 
State of North Carolina that our beloved friend and Brother, Harvey 
Ward Smith had passed away late in the evening of February 23, 
1976 in Tampa, Florida, those of us who knew him so well were more 
conscious than ever that we were sorely stricken with the loss of a 
real friend: that here was a man who had zealously and faithfully, 
and conscientiously, followed the Masonic Light as he had been given 
to see that Light. 
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. Freemasonry has always been blessed with men who made in- 
delible impressions upon their friends and Brothers, men who have 
lived lives of usefulness, making a substantial contribution to the 
organizations of which they were a part. Then because the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe felt the need of the presence of another 
wholesome character, he had called him to His home above. 


And thus it was with the life of Harvey Ward Smith, a wonder- 
ful and sincere friend to everyone who knew him, & man honored and 
respected and loved by those who appreciated his ability and his de- 
votion to the fraternity, a devoted husband, a man with a kindly dis- 
position, a genial personality, a great desire for fellowship; a man 
who loved to meet and mingle with Masonic Brethren. Probably he 
was never so happy as when he was in their presence. In fact, he 
himself loved to tell the story that nothing in fraternal life had 
ever appealed to him so much as when he made his entrance into ah 
Entered Apprentice Lodge for the first time and there beheld the 
members of the Lodge, his Brethren, the men with whom he worked 
day by day in the fish meal factory. He commented: “This is 
exactly what I have wanted, to be associated with these men now 
on a different level. This is truly great!” 


He was born. He died. The beginning and the end. Surely it was 
the beginning, but it was the ending only of his earthly physical life, 
because in a very real sense, Harvey Smith continues to live; he will 
continue to live on and on because he lives in the hearts and lives 
of all the countless numbers of people that he touched. It is said that 
all men who deserve to live, desire to survive their funerals, and to 
live afterward in the good they have done mankind, rather than in 
the fading characters of men's memories. Thus, Harvey Smith con- 
tinues to live, both here and in Eternity. The good that he did, the 
magnetic personality that was his, will be reflected in the lives of 
an appreciative multitude through generations yet unborn. And this 
will be true because this man, some years ago, knocked at the portals . 
of an Entered Apprentice Lodge and asked for Masonic Light and 
those who were close to him were always conscious of the fact that 
he had not only been privileged to receive an excellent portion of 
that Light for himslf, but that, far more importantly, he had been 
able to serve as dutiful and infectious reflector of that Light, and 
because of the radiant, jovial and ebullient manner in which he 
moved among his Brethren he had been able to create an influence 
that will live on and on, into Eternity. 


During the years of his life he always found time for service. As 
a citizen he was true to the highest ideals of his country. As a Mason 
and as a Shriner he was loyal to the fraternity and faithful to his 
teachings; and as a man... 


* Again a prince has fallen in the fight, 
The valorous champion of the truth and might; 
Determined, honest, level-headed, just, 
Who broke no promise nor betrayed a trust. 
His genial face with courtly kindness beamed 
By friends beloved, by all the world esteemed. 
The moving finger writes, and having writ, 
Moves on........"

The writing has been completed in the life of our beloved friend, 
but his influence will never die for it is everlasting. We sorrow be- 
cause he is gone, it is true. There is deep grief in our hearts as we 
mourn his departure, yet we should be reminded: “Life is a pure 
flame, and we have an invisible sun within us." And just as the glow 
remains to light up the world long after the sun has disappeared so 
the light shining from such souls as Harvey Ward Smith will con- 
tinue to serve as a beacon to us who are left behind to pick up and 
hold high the torch which has been given us. 


Harvey came to Beaufort, North Carolina, in 1931 to manage his 
father's fish factory in that coastal resort. He was captured by the 
colonial charm of this little historic town. He was captured, too, by 
the charms of a lovely young lady of Beaufort, Miss Evelyn Chadwick, 
whom he married in 1940 and he made his home in Beaufort there- 
after. 


Harvey was a well educated man. When he came to Beaufort 
he had already graduated from Washington and Lee University with 
a liberal arts degree and he had finished an accounting course at 
Pace Institute in New York City. He was reared in Middletown, 
New Jersey, where his father, J. Howard Smith, an attorney, had 
founded the fish meal company, an industry which expanded under 
his capable direction, until it spanned two continents. Harvey worked 
as a crewman on the boats and his strong, muscular, six foot-two inch 
frame developed in a wonderful way. 


Harvey might have been a great and successful athlete, because 
he possessed the potential in abundance, but, as a constant companion 
of his father he had learned the fundamentals of the fish processing 
business at a very early age and when he was not with his father he 
would spend hours along the docks watching the boats dreaming of 
some day expanding his father's fish business into a far reaching 
industrial empire. 


And thus his business career began when he arrived in Beaufort. 
He began immediately to work and it was not long before he turned 
this menhaden factory there into a profitable operation. He opened 
a shipyard to build a fleet of vessels to serve his company. He used 
airplanes to spot the schools of fish for his boats and at one time he 
owned a fleet of thirty airplanes and a fleet of more than one 
hundred big fishing boats. 


Harvey, from the beginning, loved people. He had a wonderful 
capacity for analyzing people; he wanted to be close to them and this 
desire carried with him in all of his later activities in fraternal life. 
He knew many of his 7,000 employees by their first names. He was 
deeply concerned about their welfare and when in 1957 a destructive 
hurricane struck Cameron, Louisiana, the site of one of his fish 
factories, he quickly flew to the scene that he might provide comfort 
for the survivors of 58 employees who had been killed in the storm. 


Harvey was a versatile person and his interests were quite varied. 
In addition to the fishing empire which he created, he owned at one 
time a 22,000 acre cattle ranch in Florida, together with valuable 
real estate holdings in several other states and he was a major stock 
holder in more than a dozen corporations. 


It remained for Masonry and the Shrine, however, to provide 
for Harvey an outlet for his fraternal desires. In the same year that 
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he married Evelyn Chadwick, 1940, he also joined Franklin Lodge, 
Beaufort's old and historic Masonic fraternity. In 1944 he became 
Master of that lodge and in 1946 he served as the District Deputy 
Grand Master. It was during this year that he directed the biggest 
Masonic meeting ever held in Morehead City and Masonic leaders of 
that period accredited the success of this meeting to Harvey's tre- 
mendous and energetic drive. This meeting is still regarded as one 
of the highlights of Masonry in Eastern North Carolina and the 
report that he filed on his activities as District Deputy Grand Master 
for that year is regarded as one of the classics in this type of report- 
ing. Then he was appointed as Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina and he ascended the official ladder year by year 
until April 20, 1960, when he was elevated by his Brethren to the 
exalted position of Grand Master. 


Harvey was known and loved for his uncanny and exceptional 
ability to weave Masonic phraseology into his ordinary conversation. 
In this art, he was a master indeed, and he could always enlighten a 
conversation with the injection of phrases and clauses and sentences 
from Masonic ceremonies. 


Doubtless we have never had a personality around whom more 
interesting stories, experiences and anecdotes have been woven. His 
sense of humor became the basis of many memorable stories. Fasci- 
nating and extremely humorous situations — always enlivened by his 
sharp, keen and appropriate wit, have been recounted and will con- 
tinue to be recounted by those who were close to him and who had 
the coveted privilege of being present at, or who were a part of, or 
a party to, the particular humorous situation. These stories will en- 
liven our conversations for generations to come and we will always 
praise his name and bless his memory for making our lives brighter, 
happier and more worthwhile. What a tragedy, and what a great loss 
to us, that these fascinating stories could not have been made into 
a volume of treasured memories that those who never had the pleasure 
of knowing him, might have a share in some of the glorious moments 
that have been ours. 


Let it be recorded also that he was never too busy, or never too 
far away to fly to the aid of a needy brother. There are many wonder- 
ful stories that reflect his deep concern for the welfare of some 
brother who was in distress or sorrow. There are many of our Breth- 
ren who will give quick testimony to Harvey Smith's sudden and un- 
expected, and most welcome, appearance when tragedy or death had 
descended upon the home and Harvey, reportedly, was several thou- 
sands of miles away and could not have been expected to appear. 
His love for his Brethren was deep and sincere. It can be said that 
his cable-tow extended to the outer limits of his brother's need. 


He was also a member of all of the York Rite Bodies; of the 
Allied Masonic degrees; of the Red Cross of Constantine. He was also 
a DeMolay in Red Bank, New Jersey and in 1953 he was elected by 
the International Supreme Council to the DeMolay Legion of Honor. 
He was a member of the Royal Order of Scotland. He also became 
a Thirty-second Degree Scottish Rite Mason in April of 1944, became 
a Knight Commander of the Court of Honour and in 1959 he was 
coroneted a Thirty-third Degree Mason by the Supreme Council of 
the Scottish Rite. 
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Harvey found one of his greatest loves in the Mystic Shrine and 
was initiated into that mystic circle on May 22, 1941 in Sudan Temple 
of New Bern. In 1956 he was appointed to the position of Outer Guard 
and advanced annually thereafter until he became Potentate in 1965. 
He loved his Shrine; he enjoyed every moment of time that he spent 
in its service. He loved the cause of the crippled child and he gave 
generously of his time and of his money in support of that great 
program. 

His innate ability, however, had long been recognized by many 
of his friends and they wanted to see him continue his experiences in 
higher positions of administrative responsibility. Accordingly, on 
Wednesday, July 10, 1968 in the city of Chicago, he was elected as 
Imperial Outer Guard of the Shrine of North America. He advanced 
through the official positions of the Imperial Divan annually there- 
after until in the summer of 1975 in the city of Toronto, Canada, 
he was elected to serve as Imperial Chief Rabban. He was des- 
perately ill even at that time, but he was present for the Imperial 
session nonetheless. He was returned to North Carolina where he con- 
tinued under medical supervision, but to no avail. The ravages of 
disease took their toll and, hoping that warmer atmosphere and sun- 
shine might prove beneficial to his health, he moved to Tampa, Florida 
where on the last hour of the day on Monday, February 23, 1976, his 
soul entered into that Celestial Lodge above where the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe presides. And thus, the man, one of the 
most beloved personalities our fraternal circles has ever known, the 
man who in the summer of 1977 would have become the Imperial 
Potentate of the Shrine of North America, went on to a higher realm 
to continue his fraternal associations with those with whom he had 
labored in the Masonic quarries on this earth, those beloved Brethren 
whom he loved so much and with whom he had enjoyed associating in 
such a wonderful way. Surely the Celestial Lodge is going to be a 
happier place and those fraternal labors continued until they will 
bear fruit in an even greater and more glorious abundance. 


Graveside services were held Thursday, February 26, 1976 in Red 
Bank, New Jersey and a memorial service for him was held in St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church, Beaufort, North Carolina on Saturday, 
March 6, 1976 at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 

To those of us who have remained behind to mourn his passing, 
the world will not seem quite the same. We shall miss his keen sense of 
humor. We shall miss his jovial fellowship, for he was wonderful 
company wherever he chanced to be and his willingness, his loyalty, 
his dependable friendship, will be sorely missed. This is a way of 
life, and from time to time those we love and who love us, are removed 
from our presence. Would it not be a sad world indeed if we were 
not endued with the faith within us that he is not far away, even 
though we can no longer hear his voice or touch his hand? One day 
we shall meet and know him again, but until that happens, his 
memory will continue to be sweet to us and it will live long in the 
lives of those countless numbers he has touched. Surely, as a con- 
cluding comment, this poem seems most appropriate at this time: 


“It seems but such a short journey 
To me across to that strange country, 
The beyond, for it has come to be the 
Home of so many of whom I am so fond.

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1975, has been 
carefully examined and we are happy to report that the expendi- 
tures are in keeping with our budget. An audit has been made for 
this budget period, and a copy will be included in this report. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc., and can report they have trans- 
ferred to Oxford Orphanage and the Masonie and Eastern Star 
Home $42,500.00 each during the past calendar year. We recommend 
the income from the Foundation continue to be contributed directly to 
the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and East- 
ern Star Home, and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $7,000.00 
each, thus making a total appropriation to each institution in the 
amount of $15,000.00. Should the amounts paid from the Foundation 
to the institutions be less than $35,000.00 each, we recommend that the 
Charity Fund of the Grand Lodge pay such other amounts, in addition 
to the above $7,000.00 each, as may be deemed necessary to insure the 
institutions shall receive a combined total minimum of $50,000.00 
each during this calendar year. 


The committee has carefully considered the recommendation of 
the Grand Master in his report under the heading RECOMMENDA- 
TIONSin regard to the special contingency reserve fund. We, there- 
fore, recommend that the additional sum of $12,500.00 be transferred 
from the general surplus to this special contingency reserve fund, 
and that any expenditures from this said fund be restricted, without 
exception, to authorization by the Grand Lodge for specific purposes. 


We recommend the Grand Master and the Committee on Finance 
review the General Fund authorizing the surplus funds, in their 
discretion, be transferred to the Grand Lodge Building Reserve Ac- 
count. 


We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems 
it advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the 
allotment made to any committee, activity, or agency of the Grand 
Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best 
interest of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give 
written authorization for this budget to be exceeded by any depart- 
ment, agency or office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein 
provided for, within availability of funds.

2. In addition to the ex officio members, there shall be twelve 
qualified members to be nominated by the Grand Master- 
elect and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


A. The members of this Committee first nominated and con- 
firmed shall serve as follows: four members to serve for 
one year, four members to serve for two years, four 
members to serve for three years. At each Annual Com- 
munication, the Grand Master-elect shall nominate four 
members, each of whom shall serve for three years when 
confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


B. In the event of a vacancy on this Committee by death or 
otherwise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until 
the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, 
when the vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term 
on nomination of the Grand Master-elect and confirma- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 


C. In June of each year the Committee on Masonic Juris- 
prudence shall elect its Chairman from its membership. 


3. Matters which shall be referred to this Committee and its 
duties relative to these and other things are as follows: 


A. All proposals to amend the written law of Grand Lodge. 


(1) It shall report its recommendations for action there- 
on to the Grand Lodge. 


(2) It shall see that all such proposals, except those to 
amend the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, do not 
conflict with the provisions of that Constitution. 

B. All decisions, opinions and rulings of the Grand Master 
on matters of Masonic law and usage. 


(1) If in the opinion of this Committee a point has been 
decided by the Grand Master which is not, but which 
should be made, a part of the written law and de- 
cision be not in proper form therefor, the Committee 
shall put it in proper form and submit it with its 
recommendations to the Grand Lodge. [9-01 (3) J 
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C. All other Masonic matters of legal significance; it shall 
be the duty of this Committee to consider and report with 
its recommendation on all matters referred to it by the 
Grand Lodge or the Grand Master. [16-03(5A)] 

(This amendment was Adopted.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the pro- 
posal to amend Regulation 88-02, and offers a substitute proposal to 
read as follows: 


Eliminate subsection 2.C. 

We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote for 
this proposed substitute amendment. (The substitute proposed amend- 
ment was Rejected.) 

The Chairman of the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence pre- 
sented the original proposal to 


REVISE AND AMEND REGULATION 38-02 
TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


REG. 38-02. The Committee on Finance shall consist of twelve mem- 
bers, each of whom shall be a Past Master. (33-07) 


1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being 
and during their respective terms of office shall be ex officio 
members of the Committee, with right to vote: 


The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
The Junior Grand Warden 


2. In addition to the ex officio members there shall be nine qual- 
ified members to be nominated by the Grand Master-elect 
and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 

A. The members of this Committee first nominated and con- 
firmed shall serve as follows: 3 members to serve for 
one year, 8 members to serve for two years, 3 members 
to serve for three years. At each Annual Communication 
the Grand Master-elect shall nominate the members, each 
of whom shall serve for three years when confirmed by 
the Grand Lodge. 


B. In the event of a vacancy on this Committee by death or 
otherwise, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy until 
the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
when the vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term 
on nomination of the Grand Master-elect and confirma- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 


C. In June of each year the Committee on Finance shall elect 
its Chairman from its membership. 


3. To this Committee shall be referred: 


A. All questions of a monetary character affecting the in- 
terest of the Grand Lodge; no motion, resolution, report, 
or other act carrying or providing for an appropriation of 
money shall be passed by the Grand Lodge until after 
it has been referred to, considered by, and reported on by 
this Committee, except by unanimous consent of the Grand 
Lodge [16-03(5A) ; 25-03; 33-09; 33-11; 41-06 (24D,E,F.)] 
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B. The financial statements of all officers, boards, commis- 
sions and committees of the Grand Lodge and of those 
institutions or agencies operated by the Grand Lodge. 
[2-06 (6) ; 26-01]. 

(This amendment was Adopted.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the pro- 
posal to add a new subdivision to Regulation 61-01 to make it read 
as follows: 


REG. 61-01. 
2. 


D. The appointment of an Assistant Secretary and/or Assis- 
tant Treasurer is subject to the provisions of Regulation 
61-02 (12). 
We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (The proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Regulation 61-02 by adding a new subdivision 12 
and (A). 

12. No lodge shall elect a Secretary and/or Treasurer who 
shall have reached the age of Sixty-five on or before the 
Annual Communication of the Lodge at which time the 
election of officers takes place. 


A. The appointment of an Assistant Secretary and/or Assis- 
tant Treasurer is subject to the provisions of Regula- 
tion 61-02 (12). 
We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (The proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Regulation 79-03 by adding two new subsections 
to be numbered (1) and (2) and to read as follows: 


1. Each member being Raised to the Sublime Degree of Master 
Mason shall pass the proficiency examination on the catechism 
of the Third Degree within a period not to exceed six months 
aíter being so Raised. Should a Master Mason fail to present 
himself for examination, he shall be in default and a non- 
affiliated Mason. He shall have no right except to apply for 
advancement as would an Entered Apprentice or Fellow 
Craft under the provisions of and as provided in Reg. 81-07 of 
THE CODE. [60-01; 82-10; 85-09 (1)]. 

2. A Master Mason who has not passed the examination on the 
catechism of the Third Degree shall not petition, join or 
affiliate with any organization that requires its male members 
to be Master Masons. 

We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (This proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the pro- 
posal to amend THE CODE by adding a new Regulation to be 
numbered 80-09 and by adding a new subsection to be numbered (1) 
and to read as follows : 
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REG. 80-09. Each member being Raised to the Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason shall pass the proficiency examination on the cate- 
chism of the Third Degree within a period not to exceed six months 
after being so Raised. Should a Master Mason fail to present him- 
self for examination, he shall be in default and a non-affiliated Ma- 
son. He shall have no right except to apply for advancement as would 
an Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft under the provisions of and 
as provided in Reg. 81-07 of THE CODE. [60-01; 79-03; 82-10; 
85-09 (1)]. 

1. A Master Mason who has not passed the examination on the 
catechism of the Third Degree shall not petition, join or affil- 
iate with any organization that requires its male members to 
be Master Masons. 

We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (The proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Regulation 84-22 to read as follows: | 
REG. 84-22. A certificate of absolute demit, when ordered by the 
lodge shall be issued by the Secretary and signed by him under the 
seal of the lodge, and it shall bear the date the lodge acted to grant 
it. (84-05). 

We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote for 
the proposed amendment. (The proposed amendment was Adopted.) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Regulation 85-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 85-01. Each lodge shall fix in its by-laws and shall collect such 
annual dues from its membership as may be necessary to enable it to 
maintain itself and discharge all of its duties and obligations; 
provided, that no lodge shall fix such annual dues at less than 
twelve dollars to be effective for all annual dues accruing from 
January 1, 1977. 


We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote for 
the proposed amendment. (This proposed amendment was Adopted.) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Regulation 85-09 (1) by adding a new subsection 
to be numbered (A) and to read as follows: 

A. No official receipt card shall be issued to any member 
until he becomes proficient in the catechism of the Third 
Degree as provided in Regulations 79-03 (1) and 80-09 
(1); provided, however, that this Regulation does not 
affect the issuance of an official receipt card to those 
Master Masons who were Raised prior to the effective 
date of this Regulation. 


We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (This proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Chapter 85 by adding a new Regulation 85-45 to 
read as follows: 
REG. 85-45. All members of lodges in North Carolina who have re- 
ceived the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veteran's Emblem shall 
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henceforth be known as VETERAN MEMBERS, having this designa- 
tion printed or written on their official receipt card for dues; that 
no lodge shall charge any dues whatsoever for any such VETERAN 
MEMBER; however, contributions may be accepted from such mem- 
ber to any lodge fund the VETERAN MEMBER designates. 

We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment with the recommendation that each 
subordinate lodge may act in this matter as it sees fit. (The pro- 
posed amendment was Rejected.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has considered the 
proposal to amend Chapter 88 by adding subdivision (1) to Regula- 
tion 88-02 to read as follows: 

REG. 88-02(1). All members of Lodges in North Carolina who have 
received the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veteran's Emblem 
shall henceforth be known as VETERAN MEMBERS, having this 
designation printed or written on their official receipt card for dues; 
that no lodge shall charge any dues whatsoever for any such VET- 
ERAN MEMBER; however, contributions may be accepted from such 
members to any lodge fund the VETERAN MEMBER designates. 


We recommend that the members of the Grand Lodge vote 
against this proposed amendment. (This proposed amendment was 
Rejected.) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence recommends the adop- 
tion of the report in its totality.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


Amend Section 3, by adding a new subsection 6, to read as follows: 
6. The District Deputy Grand Lecturers of the several Masonic 

Districts. 

[35-08 (2.B) ]. 
Amend Regulation 47-17 to read as follows: 
REG. 47-17. A petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having 
concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the same 
concurrent jurisdiction within one year following the date of his 
rejection. If he moves from such concurrent jurisdiction for any 
length of time under one year and then returns to reside in such con- 
current jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other lodge therein until 
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the original one year period has elapsed; provided however, if he 
moves from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the 
jurisdiction of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may 
petition that lodge. 

Amend Regulation 78-04 to read as follows: 

REG. 78-04. No lodge shall receive the petition of one who has been 
rejected for the degrees within six months from the date of his re- 
jection; but it may thereafter if the petitioner is otherwise qualified; 
provided, however, that a petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge 
having concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the 
same concurrent jurisdiction within one year following the date of 
his rejection; however, if he moves from such concurrent jurisdic- 
tion for any length of time under one year and then returns to reside 
in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other lodge 
therein until the original one year period has elapsed. If he moves 
from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the jurisdiction 
of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may petition that 
lodge. 

Amend Regulation 78-06 to read as follows: 

REG. 78-06. A lodge having jurisdiction may receive a petition for 
the degrees of one duly qualified who has been illegally rejected by a 
lodge not having jurisdiction, within six months of such rejection. 
Amend Regulation 97-02(23) to read as follows: 

REG. 97-02. 


23. For a lodge to accept a petition of one who has been rejected 
within six months preceding the date of petition and, in ease 
of concurrent jurisdiction, to accept the petition of one who 
has been rejected by another lodge in the same concurrent 
jurisdiction within one year preceding the date of petition. 


RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO THE CODE

I, therefore, move that the Grand Secretary and the Code Com- 
mission up-date the last edition of THE CODE, incorporating all 
amendments that have been adopted, and have the same printed and 
made available for sale and distribution at the earliest possible date.

The following report of the Committee on Appeals was 
read by W.'.Brother Norwood P. Parker, Chairman, and 
upon motion duly seconded, was adopted by sections and 
then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following 
report: 

1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been 
completed since the Annual Communication in 1975, and now pending 
before the Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled under 
the provisions of Regulation 99-22 of THE CODE of 1948, as 
amended, and in none of which the accused appealed from the decision 
of the Judge Advocate. We particularly directed our attention to the 
strict compliance with the Regulation, and in each of the following 
cases we recommend that the decision of the Judge Advocate be 
affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 294: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Lucama Lodge No. 527, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled April 14, 1975. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 296: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Fairfield Lodge No. 520, A. F. € A. M. 
Expelled December 5, 1975. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 297: In the matter of charges preferred 
against an Entered Apprentice of Derita Lodge No. 715, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled December 5, 1975. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 301: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of John A. Nichols Lodge No. 650, A. F. 
& A. M. 


Expelled December 5, 1975. 


2. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been 
completed since the Annual Communication in 1975, and now pending 
before the Committee, in all of which the punishment imposed was 
expulsion, and in none of which the accused appealed from the de- 
cision of the Trial Commission. We directed our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of 
notices upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence 
presented at the trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in 
accordance with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in 
Chapters 98 to 106 inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948, as amended. 
Your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in 
the following cases, and recommends that the judgment of the Trial 
Commissioners in each case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 295: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Kilwinning Lodge No. 64, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled April 18, 1975. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 299: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of South Gate Lodge No. 748, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled December 2, 1975. 
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3. In the matter of the Petition for Restoration of Ronald Faison 
Stell to the rights and privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed 
with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual 
Communication. This petitioner was dismembered on July 25, 1969 
(TRIAL DOCKET NO. 248). A true copy of the petition with 
statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks restoration 
was served on Garner Lodge No. 701, A. F. & A. M., in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than 
ninety days before this Annual Communication, and no petition has 
been presented to the Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restora- 
tion to the petitioner under the provisions of Regulation 109-07. After 
carefully considering the preponderance of recommendations attesting 
to his good character and reputation, this Committee recommends 
that the Grand Lodge restore Ronald Faison Stell to all the rights 
and privileges of a ononaffiliated Mason. 


4. In the matter of the Petition for Restoration of Willie Frank 
Craig to the rights and privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed 
with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual 
Communication. This petitioner was dismembered on June 25, 1974 
(TRIAL DOCKET NO. 281). A true copy of the petition with state- 
ment of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks restoration was 
served on Monroe Lodge No. 244, A. F. & A. M. And, the petitioner 
having dual membership, like copies were served on Truth Lodge 
No. 749, A. F. € A. M., in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE 
CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days before this Annual 
Communication, and no petition has been presented to the Grand 
Lodge in opposiiton to granting restoration to the petitioner under 
the provisions of Regulatin 109-07. After carefully examining the 
record in this matter, this Committee recommends that the Grand 
Lodge restore Willie Frank Craig to all the rights and privileges of 
a nonaffiliated Mason. 


5. In the matter of the Petition for Restoration of Willie Pen- 
nington to the right and privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed 
with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual 
Communication. This petitioner was dismembered on May 14, 1954 
(TRIAL DOCKET NO. 71). A true copy of the petition with state- 
ment of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks restoration was 
served on Glenville Lodge No. 551, A. F. € A. M., in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than 
ninety days before this Annual Communication, and no petition has 
been presented to the Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restora- 
tion to the petitioner under the provisions of Regulation 109-07. 
After a careful examination of the record in this matter, your Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the petitioner is worthy of restoration 
and recommends that the Grand Lodge restore Willie Pennington to 
all the rights and privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
